The proposed new city char- 
ter, product of 10 months’ in- 
tensive work by the charter 
freeholders, is ready for public 


scrutiny and debate. The free- 
holders have sought to give St. 


Louis an efficient governmen- | 


tal structure elastic enough to 
expand with the city’s future 
needs. 

A series of public meetings, 
beginning March 18, will be 
sponsored by the 13 freehold- 
ers so that St. Louisans may 
study the document, discuss its 
provisions and recommend 
changes they believe necessary. 

The imperative need for a 
new charter has been restated 
many times, especially in the 
last 16 years. It is generally 
recognized that the present in- 
flexible, 43-year-old charter, 
outmoded by changing times 
and municipal problems, nro 
longer czn fulfill its purpose. 

Pattern of Government. 

Purpose of a city charter is 
to provide the basic law or pat- 
tern for the orderly, econom- 
ical administration of munici- 
pal government, The present 
unwieldly charter instead has 
caused a confusing division of 
executive responsibilities, over- 
lapping s and commis- 
sions, and illogical groupings of 
administrative functions.

KANSASCITY MAN 
NOMINATED FOR 
SUPREME COURT 


President Names C. E. 


Circuit Judge, to Suc- 
ceed Reed.

WASHINGTON, March 2— 
United States Circuit Judge 
Charles Evans Whittaker of 
Kansas City, a former trial and 
corporation lawyer, was nom- 
inated by President Eisenhower 
today to be an Associate Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court. 

Whittaker, a 56-year-old Re- 
publican, is the first man ever 
appointed to the Supreme Court 
from Missouri. . He will fill the 
vacancy left by Justice Stanley 
d, a Democrat, who an- 
nounced his retirement last 
Monday after more than 19 
years on the court. 

(The late Associate Justice 
Wiley Rutledge, although ap- 
\pointed to the court from Iowa, 
was associated with the school 
of law of Washington University 
in St. Louis from 1926 to 1935.) 

Native of Kansas. 

A native of Troy, Kan., Whit- 
taker has lived in Kansas City, 
Mo., for many years. He has 
been on the federal bench since 
1954 and is now a judge of the 
United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals for the Eighth Circuit. 
The appellate- court has its 
headquarters in St. Louis. 

If he is confirmed by the Sen- 

ate, the appointment will give 
the Supreme Court five Demo- 
crats and four Republicans. 
Whittaker is the fourth man ap- 
pointed to the court by Lr, Eis- 
enhower, and the third Republi- 
can he has named. 
_ The President’s other appoint- 
ments were Chief Justice Earl 
Warren and Justice John Mar- 
shall Harlan, Republicans, and 
Justice William J. Brennan Jr., 
a Democrat. Brennan’s nomina- 
tion has not yet been con- 
firmed, but he has been sitting 
with the court under a recess 
appointment. 

Whittaker’s nomination puts 
two of Mr. Ejisenhower’s Su- 
preme Court appointments be- 
fore the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee, which has been holding 
hearings on the Brennan nomi- 
nation. 

Hennings Predicts Approval. 

Senator Thomas C. Hennings 
Jr. (Dem.), Missouri, a Judi- 
ciary Committee member, pre- 
dicted there would be no op- 
position to confirmation of 
Whittaker, whem he described 
as a “scholarly lawyer.” 

A slightly-built man of medi- 
um height, Whittaker has’ had 
long experience as a trial law- 
yer in Kansas City. He smiled 
frequently as he talked with 
reporters at the White House 
this morning after seeing the 
President, who notified him 
formally of the nomination. 

Later, in an interview with 
the Post-Dispatch, he declined 
to be drawn out on his political 
and legal philosophy. Asked 
whether he considers himself 
a liberal, conservative or "mid- 
dle of the roader,” he replied: 

“IT am not good at self- 
appraisal. I read the’ law only 
for understanding of what it 
means, and I apply and en- 
force it in accordance with my 
understanding of its meaning.” 

Amplifying on this, be de- 
clared: “I think the law should 
be made by others and enforced

These would then be 
leased to private, qualified 
operators, who would be given 
a long period in which to repay 
the state for the cost of con- 
struction. Interest rates would 
be kept. low. 

Under the second method, di- 
rect loans would be granted by 
the state to qualified nursing 
home operators who would plan 
and construct the institutions. 
The buildings would have to 
meet state standards. As in 
the first plan there would be 
long-term repayment privileges. 

Operators Enthusiastic. 

Nursing home operators were 
enthusiastic about the possibil- 
ity such a two-fold program 
offers for replacing inadequate 
nursing home buildings with 
well designed, safe structures. 

“Many operators cannot af- 
ford to replace unsatisfactory 
nursing homes although they 
would like to,” J. D. Chastain, 
president of the Missouri As- 
sociation of Licensed Nursing 
Homes, told the Post-Dispatch. 

“Typical nursing homes rep- 
resent an investment ranging 
from $50,000 to $250,000,” he 
said. “If long-term state loans 
were available, operators would 
be encouraged to undertake new 
construction.” 

Dr. John Daake, head of a 
nursing home at Hillsboro, built 
on the site of an institution 
where 18 persons died in a fire 
in 1952, said: “Construction 
costs are so high many private 
operators cannot get financing 


| mow to build model nursing 


homes. 

“I am sure many operators 
would be interested in obtaining 
long-term loans or leasing and 
eventually owning homes built 
by the state.” 

The need for new nursing 
home facilities is expected to be 
increased by new and more 
stringent safety standards now 
under preparation. 

Some operators told the Post- 
Dispatch they will go out of 
business rather than make ex- 
pensive safety installations. 

If many nursing homes cease 
operating, there will be an im- 
mediate need for new quarters,

WASHINGTON, March 2 (AP) 
—Responding to an urgent ap- 


peal from President Eisenhower, |

This action cleared the way 
for passage of the Middle East 
resolution, probably early next 
week, 

The resolution also would de- 
clare a readiness to use Ameri- 
can military forces to block any 
open Communist aggression in 
the Middle East. The House al- 
ready has passed its version of 
the resolution which contains 
somewhat different wording on 
the use of United States troops. 

Earlieryin the day, Mr. Eisen- 
hower urged Senate retention 
of the military-economic aid 
provisions, saying in a letter “we 
cannot wage peace with arms 
alone.” The letter was read to 
the Senate by Republican Lead- 
er William Knowland of Cali- 
fornia. 

Would Impair Ability. 

Elimination of authority to 
provide friendly Middle East 
nations with arms and economic 
aid, Mr. Eisenhower declared, 


“would gravely impair our abil- 


ity to help these nations pre- 


serve their independence.” 


Thirty-eight Republicans and 
20 Democrats joined in defeat- 
ing the amendment sponsored 
by Senator Richard Russell of

Expert Says U.S. Rocket May 


Circle Moon Within 5 Years 


WASHINGTON, March 2 (AP) 
— Brig. Gen. H. F, (Frank) 
Gregory, director of the Air 
Force Office of Scientific Re- 
search, said today the Air Force 
may shoot a rocket around the 
moon within five years. 

Gregory confirmed an article 
in Missiles and Rockets maga- 
zine which quoted him as say- 
ing: “Several moon rocket study 
contracts are in the works, and 
it is imperative that we carry 
out these scientific research 
projects to stay ahead of the 
Russians. When I say that we 
will have a moon rocket in less 
than five years, it is a con- 
servative estimate.” 

Gregory declined to comment 
on the statement by Erik Ber-

Vice President Given Antibiotics — Had

CASABLANCA, Morocco, Sun- 
day, March 3 (AP)—Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon, smiling despite a 
sore throat and a slight fever, 
left just before midnight for 
Ghana's independence celebra- 
tions.

Truitt is the Nixon 
party’s physician. 

At a banquet in the air base 
officers’ club earlier in the eve- 
ning, Nixon was seen holding

1953, what he believes remhins 
to be done, and his propasals 
for the next four years. 


His main opponent, former 
Sheriff Thomas F. Callanan, 
also made a statement in which 
he said his campaign was “pred- 
icated upon a desire to take 
our city government from vest- 
ed interests and return it to the 
people, regardless of outside 
pressures.” 


Tucker said he believed his 
current term has beéh marked 
by “real progress in’ solving 
many of our city’s problems.” 

Cites Need for Experience. 


But, he added, “it would not 
be realistic to assert that every 
problem has been solved. Some 
have taken new directions; 
others have assumed different 
proportions; others did not’ 
exist four years ago. Their solu- 
tion requires experience. 


“Since many of the programs 
we have launched have not yet 
been carried to a conclusion, I 
am asking the people of St. 
Louis to employ me as their 
Mayor for another four years. 


“My qualifieations for, this 
position in 1953 consisted of 20 
years of experience in munici- 
pal affairs. Today that experi- 
ence has been supplemented by 
four years of direct responsi- 
bility for administering our local 
government.” 

His statement listed 14 major 
points covering municipal prob- 
lems, luding finances, the- 
public provement program 
financed by the $110,639,000 
bond issue approved in 1955, 
his drive for a new city charter, 
traffic and trans portaiton,

On finances, he safd: 

“When the present adminis- 
tration assumed office, the city 
had a deficit of $4,294,000. Dur- 
ing the past four years the city 
has increased its services to 
the people while operating ‘in 
the black, finishing each of the 
fiscal years with a surpl 
Sound economy has beén, 
will continue to be, this ad- 
tministration’s watchword. 

“Present demands for im- 
proved services and pay in- 
creases indicate that the city 
must boost its income or cut 
its services if it is to continue 
to have a balanced budget.

STATISTICS SHOW 
ST. LOUIS JUDGES 
ARE LOWEST PAID 


Circuit judges of St. Louis 
are the lowest paid big-city 
judges of trial courts of gen- 
eral jurisdiction in the nation, 
it was shown in a statistical 
study prepared for submission 
to the Legislature and Mayor 
Raymond R. Tucker in support 
of legislation to raise judicial 
Salaries $2000 annually to $16,- 


and} The study, presented by 


Judge Robert L. Aronson at a 
meeting yesterday showed that 
St. Louis- judges receive lower 
pay than those in comparable 
posts in the nation’s 12 largest 
cities. Salaries elsewhere range 
from $15,000 in Cleveland to 
$30,000 in New York City. The 
study attributes the low pay 
here to failure of the city to 
increase its share of the sal- 
aries. Currently the state pays 
$11,000 and the city $3000. 
The legislative proposal 
would increase the city’s share 
to $5000. The study points out 
that St. Louis judges have re- 
ceived a smaller proportionate 
increase in salaries than judges 
of other courts of record in the 
state in the last 18 years. “As

ourt in St. Louis and St. Louis 
county are paid $15,000, al- 
though it is a court with lesser 
jurisdiction.

2 MORE NURSING

RUSSIANS VOTING 
TODAY TO FILL 
LOCAL OFFICES 


MOSCOW, March 2 (AP)— 
Sunday’ is election day in the 
Soviet Union for municipal and 
district governments. Many 
persons are as excited about it 
as though there was a choice 
of candidates. 

Half the successful job seek- 
ers this year be women. 
The candidates are being elect- 
ed to four-year terms. 

For weeks brightly decorated 
“agritation points” have been 
functioning in what amounts to 
every election precinct enroll- 
ing voters. Each voter received 
an “invitation” card to vote 


Sunday and got literature on 
the candidates. , 

Tomorrow each voter will re- 
ceive a paper ballot bearing 
the names of a single slate of 
candidates. The voter has only 


these choices: 
the list as it is, cross out the 
names of candidates he doesn’t 
like or refuse to vote at all. 

In some provincial districts 
there have been occasions when 
there were enough crossed bal- 
lots to defeat a candidate, but 
it seldom happens.

Mr. and Mrs. Ladelle Berk- 
bigler are listed as operators of 
the Ladelle Nursing~Home in 
Elsberry. They recently pur- 
chased the home and applied 
for a license Feb. 14. The 
state has not yet made the in- 
spection necessary prior to is- 
suance of a license. 

In general instructions to 
state inspectors, 10 mandatory 
requirements are _ listed for 
nursing homes. Failure to meet 
any one of the requirements is 
considered sufficient cause for 
canceling or refusing to issue a 
license. 

The mandatory requirements 
are: Safe and adequate water 
supply, sanitary and adequate 
sewage disposal, proper venting 
of space heating. appliances, 
adequate fire escapes, adequate 
fire extinguishers, elimination 
of fire hazards. and dangers to 
life and safety, retention of a 
supervisory adequate 
nursing and medical care, ade- 
quate keeping of medical and 
clinical records and submission 
of monthly reports.

5. The merit system would 
be given additional safeguards 
and more adequately financed.

Only two of the five charter 
areas enumerated are likely to 
cause controversy at the public 
meetings: The method of elect- 
ing aldermen and certain of the 
merit system provisions. It was 
in these phases of charter-mak- 
ing that the freeholders them- 
selves were involved in pro- 
longed and often spirited de- 
bate. 

Mayor Would Get $25,000, 

The Mayor, whose salary ceil- 
ing is $10,000 a year under the 
present charter, would be paid 
$25,000 under the proposed doc- 
ument. That figure would be 
the minimum, not the maxi- 
mum. ‘The aldermen could

Variety of Functions. 

The new department of ad-|

The director 
of administration also would ap- 
point and supervise the city 
marshal and the city courts 
clerk, now appointed by the 
Mayor.

/ One example is afforded by 
the city’s present budgetary 
practices. In private industry, 
rontrol of the budget is one of 
the chief means by which a top 
executive exercises his respon- 
sibility to run the business. 

But a St. Louis mayor does 

not presently have control of 
the budget. is only one of 
three members of the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment 
which determines the budget to 
Be submitted to the Board of 
Aldermen. 
‘The proposed new charter 
would make the Mayor respon- 
sible for preparing and present- 
ing the budget to the aldermen 
and, after appropriations are 
voted, to make sure the budget 
is properly administered, The 
board would be abolished. 

Board of Public Service. 

A second example under the 
present system inves the 
Board of Public Service. The 
Mayor, although responsible for 
administrative departm ents, 
finds the board an intervening 
governmental .layer between 
himself and some departments. 
The charter directs that the 
board shall exercise supervision 
and control over such depart- 
ments as streets, public welfare, 
public utilities and public 
safety. 

The proposed charter would 
make the Mayor directly respon- 
sible for the supervision of 
these operating departments, 
and the Board of Public Service 
would be abolished. 

One of the most important 

ity officials provided for in 

e charter proposal would be 
the city auditor, Elected by 
the voters and empowered to 
make public reports on the 
financial aspects of any munici- 
pal operation, he would be the 
citizens’ watchdog in City Hall. 
. He would provide the public 
with a truly independent audi- 
tor. The present comptroller, 
when auditing city records, is 
in effect auditing expenditures 
he has previously authorized. 
t The city auditor would be 
paid $18,000 a year under the 
proposed charter, but the alder- 
men could boost his pay by 
ordinance. 

To qualify for the office, a 
@andidate would have to be a 
certified public accountant with 
at least five years’ experience 
in the profession. 

Check on Finances. 

Under the wide authority 
given him, the city auditor on 
his own initiative, or at the re- 
quest of the Board of Aldermen, 
could investigate financial op- 
erations of any city department 
or agency. Not only could he 
report to the board and the 
public on any unlawful ex- 
penditures, but he could also 
engage legal counsel to go 
into the courts to obtain any 
rulings necessary to halt the 
maladministration he hed un- 
covered. 

If the aldermen were to doubt 
the soundness of the Mayor's

for management, maintenance, 
repairs and custodial work in 
city-owned*structures. The re- 
sponsibility is now divided 
among several arms of the local 
government. 

Contractors who now must 
call at three city offices to ob- 
tain the necessary permits to 
build a home or structure would 
be pleased with the one-stop 
service proposed for them in 
the new charter. It would group 
all building inspection services 
under the Department of Public 
Safety. 

The most controversial 
article in the charter probably 

will be that dealing with the 
method of selection of the 
Board of Aldermen. There 
would be fewer aldermen, but 
those who remained would be 
better paid. 

The president of the alder- 
manic board would be paid 
$9000 a year, as compared to 
the present pay of $5000. An 
alderman would receive $7500, 
as against his present salary 
of $3000, 

The proposed charter would 
establish an aldermanic board 
consisting of seven members 
elected from ward areas, and 
seven others and the board 
president elected by city-wide 
vote. The present board is 
comprised of an alderman 
elected from each of the 28 
wards, with only the president 
being elected at large. 

Only recently the free- 
holders decided to recom- 
mend the so-called 7-7-1 sys- 
‘tem of choosing the board, 
after having rejected it 
earlier in favor of the 14-4-1 
plan. The latter plan would 
call for election of 14 alder- 
men from ward areas, and 
four others plus the alder- 


functions and services were as- 
signed to various departments 
with an eye more to expediency 
than to logical groupings. 

As a result, the sprawling 
Department of Public Welfare 
has more than half the city em- 
ployes on its rolls as it tries 
to administer such non-related 
operations aS parks and play- 
grounds, City Jail and Work- 
house, hospital and health cen- 
ters. 

Three-Way Division. 


The proposed charter would 
divide the department into 
three parts. One would be that 
of health and hospitals, now a 
division under the public wel- 
fare department. The depart- 
ment would be headed by a 
trained, professional health of- 
ficer meeting the exacting 
qualifications for the post that 
are outlined in the proposed 
charter. 


There also would be a de- 
partment of parks and recrea- 
tion, now a division function 
in the cumbersome welfare de- 
partment, The realigned De- 
partment of Welfare would 
bring together the Jail and 
Workhouse functions, the Legal 
Aid Bureau and the Public De- 
fender. It also would take 
over. the responsibilities now 
under the Board of Parole and 
Probation, which serve the city 
courts, and functions of the 
Board of Children’s Guardians, 
an independent board now ap- 
pointed by the Mayor to super- 
vise the institutions for chil- 
dren, and child placement in 
homes. 


The department would be as- 
sisted by two. citizens’ boards, 
one for adult services and one 
for children’s services. 

Another new agency would 
be the important department of 
traffic engineering and control. 

A director of traffic who 
would head it, and for whom ex- 
acting professional and execu- 
tive qualifications are specified 
would have almost unlimited 
power in all traffic matters. 

The aldermen, whose practice 
of “aldermanic courtesy” has 
done much to make St. Louis a 
stop sign-spangled city, no long- 
er would be able to originate 
any measures relating to traf- 
fic. The director of traffic 
would draft the regulations. Al- 
dermen could not repeal any 
such rule until after it had been 
in force six months. And in the 
event of aldermanic repeal of a 
measure the traffic director 
considered meritorious, 
could reinstate the regulation 
again after a 90-day wait. 

As a check on his sweeping 
powers, the charter provides 
that he draft traffic regulations 
and policies only after consulta- 
tion with and recommendations 
by an advisory traffic commis- 
sion, aud after public hearings 
had been held. 

Water Department. 

The Water Department that 
is envisioned by the freeholders 
is now a division under the De- 
partment of Public Utilities. 

On departmental level would 
be the new aviation commission 
which would replace the present 
Airport Commission. The com- 
mission would have complete 
responsibility for the airport 
and would appoint its manager, 
who now is responsible to the 
director of public utilities. The 
Human Relations Commission, 
while not new, would be giv 
charter status. :

Vigorous opposition to the 
7-7-1 plan has been voiced by 
some Negro spokesmen, by 
some labor spokesmen, and

Various reasons are given for 
their opposition. Some Negro 
spokesmen, including the two on 
the Board of Freeholders, have 
expressed fear that minority 
groups will not be adequately 
represented on the smaller 
board. 

Whereas the present 29-mem- 
ber aldermanic board iricludes 
four Negroes, the spokesmen 
profess the belief that not more 
than one would be assured of 
election from the enlarged vot- 
ing districts. They assert it 
would be impossible for a Negro 
candidate to win one of the sev- 
en places to be filléd by city- 
wide vote. 

Proponents’ Answers. 


In answer, proponents of the 
smaller board say two Negroes 
would be elected from the ward 
areas, and more will be victori- 
ous if the present migration in- 
to additional wards continues. 
They cdntend that race will not 
prevent a candidate with out- 
standing qualifications from win- 
ning an election as an alderman- 
at-large. 

A principal reason for opposi- 
tion mentioned in arguments of 
all those against the 7-7-1 board 
is that it decreases localized pres- 
sures that can be exerted on an 
alderman who must look to resi- 
dents of a single ward for his re- 
election. 

Advocates of the smaller 
board point out this is one of 
very reasons they favor larger 
voting districts and election of 
some aldermen by city-wide 
vote. They contend that alder- 
men elected by wards are sub- 
jected to such pressures that 
they often ignore sound legisla- 
tive procedures that would bene- 
fit the entire city, in order to 
appease their constituents.

A vote of five al- 
dermen, or one-third of the 
membership, would bring the 
bill out of committee. so the 
board could consider it, The 
present rule requires that a 
the aldermen vote 


t and expenditure con- 
| trols outlined in the proposed 


charter would not only require 
a balanced budget at the out- 
set of a fiscal year, but it would 
require that the budget be kept 
in balance all the time. 

Deficit spending would be 
prohibited. This proposed rule 
takes on added importance 
when records are reviewed. Ex- 
amination of statistics dating 
back to 1920 discloses there was 
a deficit in the city’s general 
operating fund in more than 
half those years. 

The Mayor, assisted by his 
director of administration, 
would control the rate at which 
appropriations were expended 
during the budget year, through 
a system of allotments. When- 
ever it appearéd that revenues 
were not going to equal or ex- 
ceed expenditure allotments, it 
would be the Mayor’s duty to 
put a brake on the spending 
by his department heads. 

If the Mayor wanted to spend 
money in excess of estimated 
revenues, he would have to pro- 
pose new taxes to boost reve- 
nues’ to cover the additional 
appropriations. 

Only exception would be if 
some emergency arose that 
would make additidnal spend- 
ing imperative to preserve pub- 
lic: health, safety or welfare. 
Such an emergency would have 
to be of calamitous magnitude, 
such as floods, earthquake or 
epidemics. Under such grave 
circumstances, by a vote of 
three-fourths of all aldermen, 
the Mayor could recommend 
appropriations in excess of ex- 
pected revenues. 

Merit System Changes. 

Several major changes are 
proposed in merit system provi- 
sions. The three civil service 
commissioners’ salaries would 
be $2000 a year each, instead 
of $15 for each meeting they 
attend. One member of the 
board, which is appointed by 
the Mayor, would have to be a 
lawyer. 

Premium compensation, either 
in pay or time off, would be 
assured city employes who work 
overtim®. Present civil service 
rules provide compensatory time 
off, but freeholders said they 
learned the workers who earn 
it frequently don’t get it. 

The proposed charter would 
allow extra leeway in the 
appointment of division heads 
and in filling certain techni- 
cal and professional positions 
designated by the civil service 
commissioners. This would be 
done by allowing department 
directors to choose from the 
top five persons on the eligi- 
bility list, instead of the cus- 
tomary top three. The policy 
change is in line with recom- 
mendations made by the Hoo- 
ver Commission for the fed- 
eral civil service system. 

Salaries of department direc- 
tors, now limited to $10,000, 
would not. have any ceiling 
under the proposed charter. 
They would be set out in the 
compensation plan prepared by 
the director of personnel. Under 
this flexible rule, better quali- 
fied men could be attracted to 
executive positions, it is be- 
lieved, if pay offers were more 
in line with those of private 
industry. 

The freeholders avoided, 
wherever possible, fixing a 
maximum salary figure. Pay 
limitations established in the 
1914 charter, which have be- 
come progressively more wun- 
realistic since World War II, 
have handicapped mayors in 
their efforts to fill responsible 
positions with the best quali- 
fied men. The only salary limi- 
tations written into the pro- 
posed charter are those on al- 
dermen and civil service com- 
missioners. 

The Mayor would be given a 
greater voice in shaping the 
compensation plan, gr pay scale 
proposed by the personnel 
agency and sent to the Board of 
Aldermen for enactment into 
an ordinance.

HOPE FOR SIZABLE 
TAX CUTS DASHED 


N.A.M. Says ‘Shock’ of ’57 
Estimates Was Followed 
by “Consternation’ With 
Release of Figures for’58.

WASHINGTON, March 2. 


HE disenchantment of a large segment 

of the nation’s businessmen and in- 

dustrialists with the Republican ad- 
ministration for which they waited 
through 20 years of Democratic control 
is increasingly apparent and is causing 
concern at the White House. 


The businessmen are not exactly angry 
with President Elsenhower; they are, 
rather, suffering from disillusionment. 
They are appalled at the size of the record 
$71,800,000,000 peacetime budget and at 
the lack of prospects for tax-reductions. 
They find it difficult to believe that the 
head of an administration avoweédly sym- 
pathetic to business actually said, as Mr. 
Eisenhower did at a press conference 
dan, 23: 


“As long as the American people de- 
mand and, in my opinion, deserve, the 
kind of services that this (1958) budget 
provides, we have got te spend this 
type of money.” 


At the same press conference, the Presi- 
dent said two things had raised the budget 
above what he had hoped it would be. 
These were, he said, wage increases in 
the federal civil and military services and 
increases in expenditures for guided mis- 
siles and other war materials. At least 
two major business organizations have 
come up recently with budget studies say- 
ing in effect that this isn’t so. 


™ There is a touch of irony in the com- 


yed immense prosperity during the 
senhower Administration. So-called 
regimentation” has been declining and 
“partnership” increasing. Business has 
benefitted greatly from federal spending 
and will benefit more. Critics may say 


parently it is not quite good enough. 

There are some exceptions. The bank- 
ers, for example, are happy in that profits 
have soared because of the Government’s 
financial policy. 


An Alice-in-Wonderland aspect of the 
situation wag noted several weeks ago 
When a research report of the Council of 
State Chambers of Commerce appealed 
to the Democratic leadership in Congress 
te protect the country from the spending 
plans of a Republican President. 


A formal program of opposition is not 
readily discernible, but in recent weeks 


men have been widespread. Periodicals 
addressed to business and industry, and 
Washington business tipster sheets, have 
been fall of comments critical of the Ad- 
ministration. A reader leafing through 
the pages of the February issue of one 
national business publication might easily 
have imagined himself back in the palm- 
jest days of the New Deal. 


Recently Perry M. Shoemaker, presi- 
dent of the New York State Chamber of 
Commerce, said in letters to Chambers 
throughout the United States that the 
President’s budget “shocked businessmen 
everywhere.” Shoemaker, a Republican 
and president of the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western Railroad, added that 
“the welfare state” was “receiving its 
greatest postwar impetus.” 

- During February a United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce group headed by Presi- 
dent John S. Coleman flew to 12 cities 
holding clinies for local business leaders. 
The schedule was published in the Cham- 
ber’s magazine, Nation’s Business, under 
a lead. paragraph which read: “Business, 
knowing forces of collectivism are for- 
midable, will launch a new campaign this 
month,”

is the duty of Congress to cut the budget 
if Congress can find ways to do so. 

The N.A.M. said the probability that the 
budget would be in balance was welcome, 
but that the circumstances under which 
this is likely to be achieved were “dis- 
quieting and discouraging.” It said the 
budget surpluses revealed for the fiscal 
years 1956 to 1958 “are not the result of 
positive, vigorous control of spending, but 
rather a product of a great upsurge of 
revenue.” 

Secondly, said the N.A.M., “the balance 
has been and is to be achieved by the 
retention of excessive, discriminatory tax 
rates and severe tax burdens.” 


Not Time For Tax Cuts. 


Mr. Eisenhower and’ Humphrey have 
said that this is not the year for “sub- 
stantial” tax reductions. Humphrey has 
held out the hope for possible considera- 
tion of a tax cut a year hence, but he 
has also stated several pre-conditions that 
would require a reversal of present Ad- 
ministration and Congressional trends. 

According to N.A.M. tabulations, budget 
expenditures declined sharply from 1953 
to 1955 and estimated expenditures rose 
sharply from 1955 through 1958. After 
certain adjustments, the total budget re- 
duction in the first phase was stated as 
$9,790,000,000 and the total increase in 
the second phase $7,832,000,000. 

“In view of the current agitation re- 
garding the threat to national defense and 
security,” said the report, “it may surprise 
many to learn that whereas the whole of 
the reduction was made by cutting de- 
fense costs, only a small part of the total 
increase since 1955 is in the national de- 
fense and security category.” 

The fiscal picture looked promising 
until August, 1956, the N.A.M. said. The 
first “shock” ame then, when spending 
estimates for fiscal 1957 (which began in 
July, 1956) were raised. “Shock was fol- 
lowed by consternation” with the news 
that the 1958 budget proposed more 
spending. 

“These budget increases were not suf- 
ficient to absorb all of the anticipated 
revenue,” the N.A.M. report said, “but 
they came close enough to demonstrate 
an intention on the part of the Admin- 
istration to absorb and apply all of the 
revenue fruits of economic growth to Gov- 
ernmental purposes, Gone entirely was 
the objective that was set in the forefront 
of fiscal policy only three years before 
—‘to return to the people, to spend for 
themselves and in their own way, the 
largest possible share of the money that 
the Government has been spending for 
them.’ ” 

The N.A.M. offered a detailed break- 
down of proposed savings, suggesting a 
5 per cent cut in defense-military spend- 
ing; a cut of more than 50 per cent in 
foreign aid; a cut of about 14 per cent 
in agriculture; a reduction of about 35 per 
cent in health, education and welfare

funds, and cuts in most other agency 
spending. The reductions would be 
achieved by elimination or curtailment 
of programs. 


Coleman has said for the Chamber of 
Commerce that the budget “can and must” 
be cut by at least five billion dollars. De- 
tailed economies are being recommended 
as studies of major budget items are com- 
pleted. Recommendations for cuts total- 
ing $832,000,000 and covering the Interior 
Department, civil defense, veterans, hous- 
ing, general services, executive offices and 
Federal Power and Trade Commissions al- 
ready have been made. 


The report of Eugene F, Rinta, research 
director of the Council of State Chambers 
of Commerce, showed that the largest 
increase in Federal spending since the 
Eisenhower low of 1955 has been in the 
field of civilian programs, not national 
security. Rinta, comparing estimates for 
fiscal 1958 with actual spending in the 
1955 fiscal year, showed that civilian 
spending is up by $4,500,000,000, while 
security spending is up by only $2,700,- 
000,000 

The magazine U.S. News & World Re- 
port, which is edited by the conservative 
columnist, David Lawrence, points out in 
the issue dated yesterday that the Gov- 
ernment actually will spend 83 billion 
dollars in the year starting July 1 (and 
take in 86 billion dollars). 

The over-all spending, the magazine 
says, will be nine times as much as the 
highest year of spending in the pre-World 
War II Roosevelt New Deal and twice the 
level of spending in the Truman Fair Deal 
pre-Korean war period, 

The magazine notes that “welfare costs” 
were $9,868,000,000 in fiscal 1955 and will 
be $13,910,000,000 in 1958. It also points 
out that the Federal Government spent 
$1,432,000,000 to help industry in 1955 
and will spend $3,780,000,000 for this pur- 
pose in fiscal 1958. 


Puzzled By President. 


There has not been much tendency to 
blame Mr. Eisenhower personally for the 
upward trend in Government spending, 
although an air of puzzlement about him 
has become apparent. Humphrey has said 
he blames “just everybody,” including his 
own executive branch for allowing various 
spending pressures to persist. 

The current issue of Nation’s Business 
takes a new look at the situation. A 
major article asserts the President him- 
self has emerged as the dominant influ- 
ence on domestic and foreign policy, a 
fact which explains (in this view) the re- 
duced.emphasis on Government economy 
and the increased emphasis on social wel- 
fare in the new budget. 


Foreseeing growth of the President's 
“modern Republicanism,” the article says 
Mr. Eisenhower is convinced his party can 
continue in power only “if it creates a

I. Rogers, business and financial editor of 
the Republican New York Herald Tribune, 
ascribes this reason: 


“Businessmen are practical, if fre- 
quently impolitic. They rankle because 
of the President's blunt threat that if price 
rises become widespread, the Federal 
Government will invoke price controls— 
the first real peacetime controls in his- 
tory. They know that if wage rates climb 
throughout industry, prices should rise in 
a normal reaction, But they know, too, 
that it would be political suicide for the 
President to invoke controls on wages

The Wali Street Journal, in editorials 
printed after the budget was made public 
in January, said that after all the argu- 
ments were in, “there remains the hard 
and inescapable fact that the Eisenhower 


Administration is no longer reducing the 
burdens of government, it is increasing 


them.” 


What the Journal found worse than the 
failure to cut spending was the discovery 
that the Administration no longer had the 
“resolve” to try to cut spending. - 

In the campaign of 1952, Mr. Eisen- 
hower promised a balanced budget and 
a sound dollar. .He decried the “crazy 
governmental spending of 85 billion dol- 
lars” and pledged that his Administration 
would “examine with a critical eye all 
these crazy spending programs of the 
National Government.” He said “We've 
got to enlist the business brains of Amer- 
ica to come up and help us run this 
gigantic thing that is now costing us 85 
billion dollars a year.” 


In 1952 Mr, Eisenhower said his goal 
was to cut spending to “something like 
60 billion dollars within four years,” pro- 
viding the cold war was not stepped up. 
This was the Republican conservatives’ 
figure. The famous statement issued by 
the late Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio 
after his New York meeting with Gen. 
Eisenhower in September 1952 said: 


“Gen. Eisenhower emphatically agrees 
with me in the proposal to reduce dras- 
tically over-all expenses. Our goal is about 
70 billion dollars in fiscal year 1954 and 
60 billion dollars in fiscal year 1955.” 

The President made real progress toward 
his goal in his first two years in office, 
then the course began to be reversed, 
There was no emphasis in Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s second-term campaign last year 
on reduction of federal spending.

The minor debate in the Senate, in 
which prominent Democrats and Repub-

fense, drew public attention to the Eisen- 
hower Administration's original exhibit 
No. 1 of its bipartisan foreign policy ad- 
ministration. The Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee hearings next week on 
Bruce’s nomination are expected to show 
how the autocratic businessman, lawyer 
and diplomat has advanced American for- 
eign policy during the past 10 years.

WASHINGTON, March 2. 
IKE the man who didn’t need 
L to mend his roof because it wasn’t 
raining, nearly everyone appears 
to have forgotten about the problem 
of the succession to the Presidency 
and the unresolved dilemma of what 
would happen if a BResident in office 


became incapacitated. 

When within nine months President 
Eisenhower -had a heart attack and a 
major abdominal operation, there was a 
renewed awareness of the gaps in the 
American system that leave so much to 
chance. But now, as though America were 
immune to any such tragic eventuality, 
no one seems to consider these matters 
urgent. 


Yet Vice President Nixon has gone to 
Africa on a three-week air tour. While 
with respect to pilots and plane he will 
be in the best of hands, nevertheless he 
is flying over dangerous terrain and acci- 
dents are possible even under the best 
of circumstances. 

Under the present line of succession, if 
both the President and the Vice President 
are removed, the Speaker of the House 
becomes President. Succeeding him would 
be the president pro tem of the Senate. 
Speaker Sam Rayburn is 75 years old and 
the president pro tem of the Senate, Sen- 
ator Carl Hayden of 


Senate passes to the Cabinet, with the 
Secretary, of State first in line. 

As important as the question of succes- 
| sion, or so it was thought when President 
’ Eisenhower's illnesses were in the head- 
lines, is what happens when a Chief Ex- 
ecutive becomes incapacitated and can no 
longer carry out the duties of his office. 
This has, at least once in the past, been 
an acute problem, conspicuously so after 
Woodrow Wilson suffered a stroke in the 
White House and lay in a state of semi- 
paralysis surrounded by loyal associates 
jealously determined to preserve his pre- 
rogatives. That was a time of tragic 
drift, when isolationist Senators asserted 
authority and the ailing President was 
ignored, , 

After President Eisenhower's heart at- 
tack, when he was isolated from all con- 
cerns of state with complete concentration 
on his medical recovery, there was a brief 
period of uncertainty. It appeared that 
the Vice President would publicly assume 
the role of acting President, In the end, 
however, the Assistant to the President, 
Shétman Adams, became the real power, 
taking over as unobtrusively as possible 
the functions of the presidency. As soon 
as the medical authorities would permit, 
when the President was considered out 
of danger, every effort was made to go 
through at least the outward semblance 
of consulting him on important decisions. 

In this way, the whole question was 
glossed over. The President’s remarkable 
recovery made it unnecessary to consider 
the matter in so far as he himself was 
concerned. Within less than five months 
he was back in the White House, assuming 
again the duties of the presidency in full 


view.

Committees are proposals on the incapac- 
ity of the President, One would empower 
the Vice President to call a special session 
of Congress to declare that on competent 
medical authority the President was un- 
able to function. Under the same law 
the Vice President would become acting 
President until such time as the doctors 
determined that the Chief Executive was 
again able to carry out the duties of his 
office. 

In the last Congress the House Judiciary 
Committee held extensive hearings on 
both the succession and the problem of 
presidential inability. An elaborate ques- 
tionnaire was sent to leading lawyers, 
political scientists, medical men and oth- 
ers. There was considerable support for 
giving the Vice President the power, on 
the advice of medical authority, to find 
that the President could not carry on and 
that he should therefore, under law, as- 
sume the powers of the office. 

Before the Senate Judiciary Committee 
is a proposed constitutional amendment 
introduced by Senator George Smathers 
(Dem.), Florida. This would require that 
a Vice President succeeding to the office 
of the presidency with more than two 
years of the four-year term to serve would 
have to go to the country in a national 
election. The amendment also provides 
for a national primary at which candidates 
for the special election would be chosen, 
It includes, too, the provisions previously 
brought forward for correcting the antique 
machinery of the Electoral College and 
thereby eliminating the abuses that are 
possible under that machinery, 


Senator Fredrick G. Payne (Rep.), Maine, 
has a bill before the Judiciary Committee 
so elaborate in its provisions as to be 
seit defeating. The President, in the event 


of his physical disability, would notify the 
Speaker and the president pro tem of the 
Senate of this fact. If he were unable to 
do so, the notification would come from 
the Vice President. The Congress would 
then by joint resolution call on the Chief 
Justice to name three to five medical au- 
thorities. Each doctor would be required 
to examine the President and each mem- 
ber of the panel would be required to 
report back individually to the Chief Jus- 
tice. All five would be required to agree 
on the President's incapacity so that the 
Vice President could become acting Pres- 
ident, 

The most determined effort to bring the 
whole subject up for serious consideration 
has been made by Senator Theodore F. 
Green of Rhode Island, the 89-year-old 
chairman of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, In two. previous Congresses 
Green has introduced a resolution calling 
for a commission to study every phase of 
the question of presidential succession and 
incapacity, The Vice President would ap- 
point five members tp such a commission 
and the Speaker of the House five. On 
each occasion the resolution failed to pass 
the House. 

Green re-introduced his resolution early 
in January and it is now on the Senate 
calendar. The Democratic policy commit- 
tee is said to favor the Green resolution, 
which specifies that the commission must 
report back to Congress by June 30, over

Gov. Albert Ritchie in the 1920s. 

As the husband of Ailsa Mellon, daugh- 
ter of the fabulous Andrew W. Mellon, 
Presidents Harding’s and Coolidge’s Sec- 
retary of the Treasury and President Hap- 
ver’s ambassador to Great Britain, he Nas 
been associated with wealth all his aggit 
life and today is wealthy in his own right. 
Cultured Upbringing. 

During his childhood he was reared tn 
a home of culture. His father won the 
Pulitzer prize for his two-volume work, 
“Benjamin Franklin, Self-Revealed,”..and 
was the author of several other historical 
studies of early American leaders. .He 
followed his father’s hobby by writing 
a single volume, “Revolution to Recon- 
struction,” a history of American presi- 
dents, 

He was born in Baltimore Feb..12, 1898 
and attended Gilman school there. He 
entered Princeton University, but in_ his 
sophomore year enlisted as a private in 
artillery to get quickly overseas. By the 
end of the war, he was a second lieutenant 
and as such was on the staff as a courier 
for President Woodrow Wilson at the Ver- 
sailles peace conference. His older broth- 
er, James, then a major, was a special aid 
to the World War I president in Paris, 
James Bruce became ambassador to ‘Are 
gentina by appointment of President Tru- 
man, who later made him the first di-

. A Case Worker’s View 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

It is understandable that a hor- 
rible disaster such as the Warren- 
ton nursing home fire should create 
a demand for improved conditions 
to prevent future tragedies, but it 
would be well to look further into 
the. situation before spending too 
much money and emotional indigna- 
tion .on inspections and new legisla- 
tion. 

Where are these elderly, sick peo- 
ple to be housed and cared for if 
the nursing homes are forced out of 
business, as many of them may well 
be if expensive sprinkler systems, 
fireproof construction, and similar 
regulations are passed and enforced? 
For the limited amount these pa- 
tients can pay, it is most difficult to 
find anfgdne to care for them at all 
in most counties, and even in the St. 
Louis area where state funds are 
supplemented by the city and county, 
there is usually a waiting list.

‘AS a family case worker for many 
years in the St. Louis area, I have 
found many elderly persons living 
alone in places not fit for human 
habitation, but the best they could 
afford on their $55 per month. I 
am sure many other social workers 
have shared this experience of find- 
ing poor old people bedfast, often 
from malnutrition, unable to build 
fires to keep themselves warm or to 
reach a market to buy food supplies. 
They were dirty, uncared for, ill 
and lonely. 

In some cases, members of their 
families came to see them occas- 
ionally, and kindly neighbors were 
usually willing to do errands for 
them, but without any organized 
plan, there were many days when 
they lay hungry and cold, with no 
one to help. When cases of this 
kind came to my attention (usually 
as the result of a protest from a 
neighbor) it has often been neces- 
sary to plead with some nursing 
home, already overcrowded, to take 

one more. 

In my experience, no reasonable 
request was ever refused, even when 
I could not guarantee payment of 
more than the $55 per month al- 
lowed by the state. 

~ * ° 

From my own experience, I feel 
that we should salute many of the 
dedicated nursing home operators 
who are on duty 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week, for a very small 
financial return, doing a job that is 
net.very appealing to most of us. In 
migty cases, when death comes to 
the.aged patient, the nursing home 
faces another problem since no pub- 
lie funds are available for funeral 
expenses and the income from the 
State stops on the day of the pa- 
tient’s death. I am still wondering 
who paid burial expenses for the un- 

med dead at Warrenton.

Nearer the Rule of Law 


The Israeli government's decision to complete 
troop withdrawal from Egypt in obedience to 
the General Assembly's instructions ought to 
bring about a revision of the premature obitu- 
aries on the United Nations that have been 
composed in recent weeks. 

That the U.N. has weaknesses and short- 
comings everybody knows. Yet here is a case 
where a nation possessing the military power 
to hold positions vital to its security has reluc- 
tantly but voluntarily decided to give them up 
in order to stand in compliance with the over- 
whelming sentiment of mankind as expressed 
in the Assembly. 

The decision still has to be carried out, and 
it may yet be reversed by political upheaval in 
Israel or misunderstanding between Washington 
and Jerusalem as to the assurances Secretary 
Dulles gave the Ben-Gurion government. But 
when Mrs. Golda Meir stood before the General 
Assembly Friday to announce her government’s 
intention to withdraw, she testified strikingly 
to the moral power of the U.N. 

Her government did not make this decision 
until it had concluded that it would get backing 
from the United States for its legitimate claims 
to security in the Gulf of Aqaba and on the Gaza 
boundary. Without this interposition of Ameri- 
can national power, the Assembly could not 
have induced Israel to act. Moral judgments 
alone, in other words, cannot prevail over 
legitimate national interests. 

But it does not follow that the U.N. is there- 
fore worthless and powerless. For though the 
U.N. cannot by its own power enforce its deci- 
sions against strong and determined nations or 
groups of nations, it still plays a vital role in 
rendering the moral judgments and formulating 
the collective will of the world community 
which nations, for reasons of their own selfish 
interest, find it expedient to obey when théy can.

If the U.N. did not exist, these collective 
judgménts would not be rendered and no stand- 
ard of international conduct would be set up. 
It would be every nation for itself and devil 
take the hindmost. 

One of the most useful aspects of this indis- 
pensable process of formulating world opinion 
is that there must be give and take between 
contending interests, geographical groups and 
nations. No single power can set up itself as 
the sole lawgiver of international right and 
wrong. Compromise is essential, and that is 
both a force for moderation and a source of 
strength. For when the Assembly does resolve 
on such a question as the invasion of Egypt its 
decision represents a true consensus which can 
be defied only at the cost of a loss in national 
standing. 

Not even Russia defies the U.N. out of choice. 
The Kremlin makes strenuous efforts to avoid 
being condemned, and to depict itself as a U.N. 
supporter, because even the Kremlin finds: it 
valuable to march with rather than against the 
body of world opinion. 

* + . 

Because a consensus must be reached by per- 
suasion and compromise and patient diplomacy, 
the Assembly is protected against arbitrary or 
excessive action. Thus it was spared the mistake 
of voting sanctions against Israel because a large 
body of opinion in the United States, Britain 
and France revolted at the thought of punishing 
one country while not punishing others in a 
similar position. The prospect that a sanctioris - 


resolution would not command broad support. . 


caused it to be withheld until other forces—>.; 
broadly, the application of American mational 
power—brought about Israel’s promise to comply.

The nation has grown and so has the: 
Capitol. “The. latter started off with a 


couple of stone .wings and no central 
structure, which was to be added later. 


‘The stone wings were joined by a tem- 


wooden arcade and the British 
Sarted this in the War of 1812, (The 


United States eviously burned 
the Canadian Garett bufiding in 
Toronto but this is rarely mentioned 
in United States schoolbooks. ) 


For a while Congress met in Blodg- 
ett's Hotel and there was talk of leav- 
ing Washington altogether. To avert 
this civic calamity the equivalent of 
the local Chamber of Commerce of that 
day hastily rushed up a private Duild- 
ing with rental based on cost. 


Well, the burnt-out Capitol was re 
stored in 1819 and since then the fol- 
lowing things have happened to it. In 
1827 the Charles Bulfinch center struc- 
ture was built between the stone wings, 
crowned—or at least capped—with a 
low. wooden dome. That completed Dr. 
Thornton’s original plan. 


_ In 1850 the two modern wings were 
authorized. This meant that a more 
pretentious middle dome was needed. 
The new wings were finished in 1859. 
The work on the present cast-iron 
dome went on in spite of the Civil War 
and of the troops sometimes quartered 
about it. 

The statue of Freedom was finally 
perched on top in 1863. This is the 
modern Capitol, dome painted white to 
match the walls, floodlighted at night 
and capable still of giving visitors a 


“thrill in‘the springtide tourist rush.

Siegfried Sassoon, born in Kent, Eng- 
land, 1886, has been publishing poetry 
since 1911.

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Reading and Writing

‘(PRINCIPLES AND PERSUA- 
SIONS’’ by Anthony West is a se 
lected group of essays which were first 
published in the New Yorker as book 
reviews. The books they deal with are 
largely biographical studies and they are 
submitted to a thorough, searching criti- 
cal examination. So while he uses a 
critical apparatus it is applied more to 
facts and interpretations of facts than to 
the literary quality of the books under 
consideration. 

Mr. West's own literary style is so 
strongly motivated by a purposeful aus- 
terity that the reader who goes straight 
through his book can easily become 
weary before he reaches the end. Fortu- 
nately, Mr. West has made no schematic 
arrangement of the several chapters so 
it is possible to read them in any order, 
and omit those that seem unpromising, 
without losing any feeling of design. 

Some readers of the New Yorker have 
complained that Mr. West follows a cal- 
culated line of heterodoxy in order to 
be more arresting. I get no such im- 
pression. On the contrary everything he 
writes seems to arise from a deep con- 
vict‘on and his approach is usually 
fresh and novel only because he has re- 
fused to be influenced by stereotypes. 
But while a disregard of popular or 
academic opinion may indicate an ad- 
mirable independence it is no guarantee 
of a valid judgment. 


IN DISCUSSING George Eliot's 
correspondence as prepared and edited 
by Prof. Gordon Haight, Mr. West is in- 
censed by the lady’s moral pretentious- 
ness and hypocrisy; and he suggests that 
a publication of such monumental bulk is 
di#proportionate to George Eliot’s value. 
Three volumes of letters written by a 
nobody would indeed be an “awful 
event” but Mr. West offers no extended 
analysis to prove that George Eliot was 
a mediocre artist. He merely asserts it.

THE. FIRST VOLUME of this 
long awaited study of the New Deal fully 
justifies anticipations. A historian who 
made his reputation at one stroke with a 
Pulitzer-prize study of the age of Jack- 
son seemed ideally equipped to till the 
vast field of the 1930s. Mr. Schlesinger 
writes of the ’20s, of the early depres- 
sion years, and of F.D.R.’s preparation 
for the presidency with penetration, 
sweep, imagination and literary skill. 
Unfortunately he gets off to a bad 
start, in summing up the prologue to 
1933, ..by overpainting his. picture. 
“Thousands of vagabond children were 
roaming the land, wild boys of the road,” 
he writes.

The re- 
markable truth about 1933 is that, given 
the provocation, the country remained so 
unrevolutionary—so easily satisfied with 
a conventional change of parties. in 
Washington and a relatively mild re- 
form program.

Coolidge and Hoover administrations, the

was not the weakness and ineptitude of 
the liberal elements in Spain, as was 
widely charged, but the brutal intrigue 
of the Fascists, Mr. West then goes on 
to reprove Mr. Bowers for not resigning 
his post and telling the facts of the situ- 
ation while it was still in process. Mr. 
Bowers may deserve the rebuke but his 
failure—if it can be so called—is not 
relevant to the value of his book in set- 
ting the record straight. 

One of’the few works of fiction dis- 
cussed in this group of essays is “The 
Last Hurrah” by Edwin O’Connor. West 
disapproves of it because it invites sym- 
pathy for a public plunderer. Nothing 
is said about its literary quality or lack 
of it. Criticism canno* disregard the 
moral implications of an imaginative 
work; but is it criticism if it ignores the 
writing, the construction, the atmos- 
phere and the characterization? 


BUT MR. WEST is ceftainly a pro- 
vocative writer. He takes a bold stand, 
he is never influenced by the going 
opinion of an author or his works, and 
he usually brings up an abundance of 
reference to support his case. 

He performs a helpful service in re- 
minding us that Charles Evans Hughes 
was not a stuffy conservative as many 
have thought, but a consistent liberal in 
the greater part of his public career. 
And he skillfully and interestingly dis- 
poses of am author who undertakes 
a psychoanalytical reconstruction of 
Charles Darwin and Leonard Huxley. 


There are twenty essays in “Prin- 
ciples and/Persuasions” and all-are con- 
cerned with interesting persons but 
there’s not a spark of humor in one of 
them. Moreover these are hardly “liter- 
ary essays” for they have little or noth- 
ing to say about the artistic or esthetic 
qualities of the writing. Mr. West is 
interested in ideas, attitudes and behavior 
to the virtual exclusion of everything 
else.

strokes. His study of Herbert Hoover is 
especially telling— charitable enough, 
and certainly not tainted with any emo- 
tional prejudice, yet systematically lay- 
ing bare the total intellectual bankruptcy 
of a President who could not reconcile 
with his preconceptions what was actu- 
ally happening around him. 


ONE OF THE FINEST expressions 
of the meaning of unemployment will be 
found in Mr. Schlesinger’s chapter on 
the crisis of 1932—a meaning expressed 
not in statistics but in tHe moving 
human terms of family relationships 
and home tensions. Here, too, is an ex- 
citing account of the bonus march, and 
a sketch of the Farm Holiday movement 
—all set off against the story of the 
first RFC and the tender cash mercies 
it showered on the banks while the coun- 
try was being told the budget did not 
allow funds for human relief. 

The age of Roosevelt is a difficult one 
for higtorians not only because detach- 
ment would come easier with the pas- 
sage of more time, but because the 
sources are so overwhelmingly volumi- 
nous. The first task, therefore, is one of 
selection. Mr. Schlesinger has performéd 
it with great skill, in‘a way to whet the 
appetite for future volumes of his study. 


A Literary Friendship 


A PILGRIM’S VOW, by Pierre 
Van Paassen. (The Dial Press, 
344 pgs., $3.95.)

PIERRE VAN PAASSEN 
underwent a religious experi- 
ence while trapped in a 
caved-in tunnel his regiment 
was digging during the First 
World War. After his rescue 
he vowed to make a pilgrim- 
age to the Holy Land. As a 
roving journalist with a cru- 
sading interest in the Pales- 
tine question, he has visited 
the region many times since, 
but he harks back te this 
early experience for the title 
of his latest book. It turns 
out to be something more 
than a travelogue. 

The word Judaeophile is 
not very common in our 
language (which is _ rather 
strange, considering the fre- 
quency of its applicability) 
but it’s the word for Pierre 
Van Paassen. He seems ready 
to question the literal truth 
of everything in the Bie 
except the meaning of the 
central themes of the Old 
Testament — that the Jews 
were God’s Chosen People 
and that He made them an 
inviolable promise. 


Said not long ago to be the 


only gentile Zionist, Dutch-— 


Canadian Van Paassen was 
brought up a Calvinist. When 
he was still a child the topog- 
raphy of the Holy Land was 
as familiar to him as that of 
his native Holland. In a man 
with such a background, the 
Holy Land as it is today is, 
of course, bound to evoke a 
doubly poignant nostalgia. 
“EVERY OBJECT in the 
city, every hamlet im the land, 
every footstep gave a tug at. 
my heart,” he writes of his 
first pilgrimage to the ruined 
land in 1926. Using this jour- 
ney as a point of departure, 


he makes illuminating excur- - 


sions into archaeology, the- 
ology, history, apochryphal 
legend and Talmudic lore. 
Written recently — events of 
1955 are daken into account— 
the book also brings the Pal- 


v 


estine situation nearly up to 
date, making it clear that Van 
Paassen considers the restora- 
tion of the Jews to Jerusalem 
in our time the beginning of 
the fulfillment of the ancient 
divine commitment. 

In his attitude, as revealed 
in this book, toward New Tes- 
tament events, it’s as if Van 
Paassen’s compassion for the 
Jews—the Witness People— 
were extended to include the 


Man of Nazareth, who he says | 


practiced orthodox Judaism 
all his life. The Jews are ex- 
onerated of any guilt in the 
trial and crucifixion, Van 
Paassen maintaining that the 
gospel accounts indicting the 
Sanhedrin were inserted in 
the second century, “when 
Christianity had begun to 
make some inroads into the 
pagan Roman world,” with 
the purpose of shifting re- 
sponsibility from Pontius 
Pilate. 

“On Calvary’s hill,’ Van 
Paassen asserts, “the only 
Jew present was Jesus of 
Nazareth.” 

A MODERNIST, Van Paas- 
sen explains the healing mir- 
acles performed by Jesus as 
psychosomatic cures and the 
reappearances after Calvary 
as visions evoked by devoted 
memory. 

A certain condescension to 
the reader (rhetorical ques- 
tions, numerous exclamation 
points, translatiéh of easy 
French and Latin phrases) 
mars the author’s style some- 
what for this reviewer, but 
it probably results from 
slightly overdoing a generally 
successful attempt to make 
light reading of a rather 
heavy subject. ®

THE ‘PUBLISHED LET- 
TERS of outstanding writers 
seldom add new or important 
dimensions to their personali- 
ties, There are, of course, 
notable exceptions to that 
statement. For example, the 
letters of Ezra Pound cannot 
be read without a growing 
awareness of his single-mind- 
ed attitude toward literature, 
but too often letters only re- 
veal that writers, like others, 
are frequently concerned with 
trivia and that their closest 
friendships can be dull and 
inexplicable to an observer. 
This is the effect of this new 
collection. 


Edited by the husband of 
Virginia Woolf and the broth- 
er of Lytton Strachey these 
letters span a 25-year period, 
bridge a broken engagement 
and extend to the year of 
Lytton’s death. During this 
time, however, the letters are 
sporadic. The editors explain 
some gaps by revealing that 
Strachey was scrupulous in 
preserving the letters from 
Mrs. Woolf but that “for 
various reasons” Lytton’s side 
is less complete. 


NEITHER the editors nor 
the letters explain the strange 
characters which emerge 
from these invitations, ex- 
cuses, inquiries and com- 
ments. The Virginia Woolf 
who in her novels and diaries 
appears sensitive and intelli- 
gent here appears as occasion- 
ally vulgar and often catty; 
Lytton Strachey as misan- 
thropic and rheumy. 


T. S. Eliot once defended 


_ the Bloomsbury Group of 


writers—a group which met 
at Virginia Woolf’s home and 
which was said to espouse 
highly esoteric theories of 
literature—by saying that the 
group took form simply be- 
cause Virginia Woolf was the 


> 
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center of literary life in Lon- 
don. Such a compliment, 
added to the accomplishments 
of the writer herself, pro- 
vides ample reason for inter- 
est in her letters. Couple 
this with the fact that Lytton 
Strachey was also a writer of 
merit and the reader might 
expect a lively exchange 
which would illuminate a 
vital period in the develop- 
ment of modern English lit- 
erature. 

But neither Virginia Woolf 
nor Lytton Strachey ever 
seems to speak directly 
through these letters. There 
is a reserve, a sophisticated 
wit, which stands between the 
reader and full understand- 
ing, This reticence to speak 
with, frankness to each other 
of their work or of their con- 
temporaries is the quality 
which limits these letters as 
items of literary interest.

THE STORY OF THE AIRSHIP, or dirigible as it 
was variously known, is one of the most curious, most batf- 
fling, most thrilling, most disaster-ridden and most tragic 
chapters of modern history. In no other segment of modern 
man’s experience is there anything quite like it. In no scien- 
tific sphere were hopes raised to any higher pitch—and in 
none have been more completely crushed. In none was dis- 
aster repeated with more fearful regularity, or with worse loss 


of life. 
their ships. 


The pioneers and inventors, mostly, perished with 


Amid all of man’s great engineering triumphs—the jet plane, 
the atomic sub, the diesel engine, the space rocket—this 
stands out as the one great failure—the failure to build a 


safe lighter-than-air ship. The 


word safe should 


be underscored, because this was virtually the only problem 
that the builders never solved. The German Zeppelin at least 
flew, with fair speed and reliability; they were profitable; 

were even popular with passengers. In America we never 
got that far, Even-so, we forget today how close the builders 


actually came to their goal. 


IN THE UNITED STATES the dirigible never became more 


than a toy of the Navy. Its Bureau of Ae 


ro@autics, with a 


fanatical faith in it as an ocean scout, built three great ships, 
“Shenandoah,” “Akron,” “Macon.” But none had a long life, 
and when the last-named was destroyed, in February 1935, 


America followed England in discontinuing construction. 


Today the dirigible is as dead as the dodo, and it is 
quite hard for us to remember that there ever was a time 
when men—quite practical men too—thought of it as the 
answer to the need for swift trans-oceanic transportation. 
Yet that time is not yet even 20 years past. It‘only finally 
died at 7:25 p.m. on May 6, 1937, when the last of the giant 
dirigibles, the “Hindenburg”—symbol of Hitler’s inflated am- 
bition—caught fire as it was poised for a landing at its moor- 
ing mast at Lakehurst, New Jersey, and 34 seconds later 


was a white-hot skeleton on the ground. 


THIS WHOLE STORY, from its small 19th century 
beginnings to its appalling end, is excellently told by John 
Toland, with a wealth of researched detail and a narrative 
that makes the very most of every dramatic element in it. 
Upon the ¢élimactic episodes in the history, which were the 
last flights of each of the great ships in turn—the “R-38,” 
the “R-101,” the “Shenandoah,” the “Italia,” the “Macon,” the 
“Akron,” culminating in the “Hindenburg”—the author has 
lavished the same kind of intense, minute-by-minute report- 
ing that Wallace Lord used so effectively in “A Night to 
Remember,” which made every reader an eyewitness to the 


sinking of the “Titanic.” 


The long description of the “Shenandoah’s” last hours 
when it encountered the fatal line squall over Ohio is as 
gripping as any account could possibly be. The reader really 


feels that he was aboard that ship! 


NO ONE who has served with airships even briefly, as did 
this reviewer in the first World War, can forget the experience. 
They inspired mingled awe, admiration and terror. They com- 
bined majestic beauty in the sky with more varied hazards than 
one now cares to think about. Excitement of one kind or an- 
other was an inseparable part of the routine. Life was only 


dull when the ships were safely in their hangars. 


Toland conveys all this extremely well in his vivid prose. 
He has wisely not tried to write a complete history of air- 
ships. He has confined himself to the high spots, and those 
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is a book to read and to own. 
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he has certainly hit with a sure and practised aim. 
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Light As an Emergent Art Form 


Experiments Show Possibilities Distinct From Music or Painting

FROM THE VERY beginnings of 
painting, artists have been concerned 
with manifestations of light. European 
cave paintings show that the discovery 
of highlights as a means of lending 
roundness to figures on a flat surface 
dates to 15,000 B.C. or earlier. The evo- 
lution of painting is also the evolution 
of techniques of casting light on the 
subject, of having light emanate from 
the subject, and, in recent years, of 
treating light not just as a stage effect 
but as subject matter in its own right. 


This all has to do, of course, with the 
painted effects of light. Since early in 
this century, a good deal of experiment- 
ing has been going on with light as the 
raw material of a new art form. In this 
field, light is no longer a function of 
painting. It is projected from a bulb 
through sources of color.onto a screen. 
It retains some of the qualities of paint- 
ing, but what happens on the screen also 
has certain affinities with music. The 
experiments tend to incline first one 
way, then the other. 


The one most specifically connected 
with music was the Auroratone, which 
Bing and Larry Crosby demonstrated in 
1948. This was a motion picture pro- 
duced by the registering of musical vi- 
brations on a sensitized emulsion. The 
notes, tones, timbres and rhythms of the 
music produced their visual equivalents 
in colors, forms, light intensities and 
movements. These were photographed 
by a color movie camera, and the result 
was presented as a movie synchronized 
with the music that had generated it. 


IN A ST. LOUIS demonstration of 
Auroratone films,. “Claire de Lune,” 
played by the Andre Kostelanetz orches- 
tra, and “Going My Way,” sung by Bing 
Crosby, were shown to be as distinctively 
varied visually as they are musically. 
This process attracted wide interest, 
especially in hospitals, where the films 
had remarkably soothing effects on dis- 
turbed patients. The Crosby Research 
Foundation found no commercial market 
for its process, however, and the devel- 
opment has been shelved. 


A somewhat similar effect was pro- 
duced in another way by Mary Ellen 
Bute of New York, whose personal back- 
ground ineludes painting, music and 
science. She produced several “seeing 
sound” movies by drawing thousands of 
geometric ‘designs and photographing 
them on movie film, changing the posi- 
tion of the drawings between shots to 
create effects of movement in space. 
The films then were synchronized to 
music, THis process did not deal with 
light as such, but its effects had simi- 
larities to Auroratone. 


The experiments with light were 
pulled away from musical influence and 
more closely oriented with painting by 
Fred Dreher, St. Louis sculptor and 
painter who has done extensive work 
with mobiles; In an exhibition at the 
Artists’ Guild gallery five years ago, 
Dreher set up what he called a “phan- 
tomobile,” a device that projected ab- 
stract shapes, in color, on a screen. 


DREHER’S PHANTOMOBILE 
was a big’ box with the screen at one 
end. Inside were suspended a number 
of mobile forms of various sizes, shapes 
and colors, some close to the screen, 
others well back. Each hung by a single 
thread fio that a fan, placed at one side, 


caused them to swing and rotate. A 
spotlight was installed where it could 
throw a beam through the forms and 
onto the screen. 


The projected shapes had the effect 
of floating into view out of a pastel mist 
in combinations that were largely acci- 
dental, but could.be partly controlled 
by varying the intensity of the light and 
the speed. of the fan. The constantly 
changing colors and compositions pro- 
duced what amqunted to abstract paint- 
ings executed in light. 

A modification of this idéa has been 
installed in Dreher’s studio in such a 
way that the images take form on a 
vertical screen and a horizontal screen 
just over the entrance door, and are re- 
flected on a third screen installed inside. 
This gives it application as a permanent, 
if somewhat bulky, kind of decoration. 


PAINTING WITH LIGHT was 
attempted in another way in St. Louis 
last month, when Matthew Ziegler and 
Charles Rheinhart of Ste. Genevieve 
presented “Colour-Forma” at the Artists’ 
Guild, (Somebody might like to make a 
special study, someday, of the curiously 
fascinating names that have been at- 
tached to these experiments.) 


Colour-Forma proved a little hard to 
evaluate beccuse of technical difficulties 
at its Sunday afternoon demonstration, 


but it produced interesting effects with - 


very simple equipment. Ziegler and 
Rheinhart had a shallow box in which 
were piled scraps of ribbon, construc- 
tion paper cutouts and other odds and 
ends. They had an opaque projector— 
the kind lecturers use to project pic- 
tures from printed material by throwing 
light directly on the subject and re- 
fiecting the image through a lens onto 
the screen. 


The projector picked up the colors, 
textures and arrangements of the mate- 
rials in the box. On the screen, these 


were transformed into hills, valleys and 
mysteriously luminous atmosphere that 
was often of marked depth and richness. 
These still pictures were varied by tum- 
bling the materials in the box to pro- 
duce different combinations of forms, 
colors and spatial arrangements, The 


technical difficulty was that the mate- 
rials had to be dampened to keep them 
from smoking in the heat of the lamp, 
and the lens then steamed over, ending 
the demonstration. 


THE MOST PERSISTENT and 
most successful experimenter with light 
as an art medium is Danish-born Thomas 
Wilfred, founder of the Art Institute of 
Light, at West Nyack, N.Y. In 1905, 
Wilfred, then a music student at Copen- 
hagen, began experimenting with an 
electric light in a cigar box and some 
colored filters. Supporting himself as a 
singer and musician, he continued his 
experiments in this country. In 1921, 
he completed a light-generating device 
called the “‘clavilux.” 


Through manipulations of sliding keys, 
the clavilux produces, on a white screen, 
compositions of moving forms and col- 
ors, unfolding in dark space. These are 
true compositions in light, with images 
molded by optical means and completely 
under control. It has displayed an almost 
limitless range of shapes, colors, move- 
ments, rhythms, perspectives and inten- 
sities. Through a system of notation, 
any composition can be re-played, and 


automatic repetition is possible in a 
‘small, self-contained unit like a tele- 


vision set. The composition produced on 
a clavilux is called lumia. 


Wilfred has played some of his lumia 
compositions at the Museum of Modern 
Art in New York in 1952, and on several 
nation-wide tours which unfortunately 
did not include St. Louis. He used sim- 
ilar equipment in a projected mobile 
mural in the Hotel Sherman, Chicago, 
and in projected stage settings for sev- 
eral theatrical productions. 


Lumia compositions have, been used 
as accompaniments to musical composi- 
tions, but Wilfred regards it as a clearly 
separate fine art form, an esthetic con- 
cept expressed through specific tech- 
niques, a “power to summon light into 
the initial darkness, to shape it into 
changing and moving form, to imbue 
both form elements and the surrounding 
space with color, to create a fantastic 
and radiant realm, a celestial architec- 
ture of lightyear dimensions.”

Our Expanding Musical Culture 


School Programs Reaching Farther Into the National Life 


By LEON KAREL 


THIS YEAR, the Music Educators’ 
National Conference, America’s largest 
organization of school music teachers, 
celebrates its fiftieth anniversary. The 
very existence of such an organization 
reflects a phenomenon which is unique 
in the world today for in no other 
country is there such emphasis upon 
teaching music in the public schools. 
Yet-there are many criticisms, even 
from within the ranks of the music 
teaching profession, as to the direction 
our program of school music has taken. 
The emphasis upon pageantry and color 
in the school band with its uniforms, 
baton twirlers, and marching exhibitions 
has brought down the criticism of many. 
The organization of school music into 
contests and competitions has brought 
into music a spirit that was never in- 
tended in the art. The exploitation of 
school music organizations by thought- 
less administrators for publicity purposes 
has not gone unnoticed and the gradual 
withering of the string program is cause 
for concern. In this fiftieth anniversary 
year. therefore, it is well to take stock of 
America’s school music, for it is largely 
here that the great foundations for 
making America a musical nation are 
being laid.

Germany’s love for good music did not 
grow up over night. In 1907 when the 
Music Educators’ National Conference 
was founded, most of the great com- 
posers whose names we associate with 
European music had already lived and 
died and Europe’s musical culture was 
on as high a plane as it is today. Over 
here, however, we were barely started 
on the immense job of raising the cul- 
tural level of our country, 

IN 1542 De Soto sailed up the Missis- 
sippi into this region, the first white 
man to do so. In Europe at the same 
time such great names as Palestrina, 
Luther, Michelangelo, De Lassus, Hol- 
bein, Titian and Henry VIII were still 
borne by living men. And in that same 
year, a Paris music publisher sold sev- 
eral hundred copies of a new song. In 


meanwhile, musical culture was spread- 
ing with the invention of the violin 


family and the development of the new 


art-form, the opera. 
Haydn and George Washington were 
both born in 1732 and while the former 


Meanwhile, 
Missouri and its river were being ex- 
plored by the the 


more than a few weeks’ course to help 
choir leaders learn to read music. In 
1842, the New York Philharmonic was 
formed but several of Europe’s musical 
organizations were 100 years old by this 
time. Liszt, Paganini, Chopin and Schu- 
mann were at the height of their careers 
and German music was in the fore- 
front of the new “romantic” movement. 
It had-been just 300 years since De Soto 
had first seen the Midwest and still 
America had no music to. speak of. 


In 1857, Cincinnati became the first 
city school system to include music as 
a regularly taught subject. Our total 
growth in the next 100 years of school 
music was to surpass all expectations. 
Such events as the publication of the 
first graded series of school music books 
at about the end of the Civil War and 
the foufiding of the St. Louis and Boston 
orchestras were early milestones in the 
march of musical culture in America. 


IN 1886 THERE WERE less than 
250 secondary schools in America where 
music was regularly taught. Today in 
Missouri alone there are some 650 such 
schools teaching music.

Paris Version of “Orpheus” 


GLUCK’S ‘‘ORPHEUS 
AND EURYDICE’’ in 
its original French version 
has been recorded in Paris 
with Leopold Simoneau in 
the role of Orpheus. , Si- 
moneau’s mellifluous and 
flexible lyric tenor is admir- 
ably suited to the demands 
of this highly poetic role. 
The conventions of the oper- 
atic theater are such that one 
readily accepts a female singer 
in a masculine role even 
when the story being enacted 
is not mythological. Si- 
moneau’s performance, how- 
ever, makes it seem a defi- 
nitely tenor assignment. 
Certainly no living contralto 
can do’ it better. Suzanne 
Danco is no less sensitive as 
Eurydice even though the 
flutter in her voice is occa- 
sionally disturbing. Pierrette 
Alarie is not wholly satisfac- 
tory as the God of Love. The 
burden of the action, how- 
ever, is borne by the two 
principals together with the 
chorus; and the Roger Blan- 
chard Ensemble is first rate. 
The production therefore is 
pitched and sustained at a 
high level of effectiveness. 
Hans Rosbaud is the conduc- 
tor and the orchestral support 
is furnished by the Orchestre 
des Concerts Lamoureux. It 
is a cohesive, free flowing 
and eloquent production, 
(Epic, Two 12-inch LPs.) 


SUZANNE DANCO is 
on her own in a recording of 
two important song cycles: 
“La Bonne Chanson” by 
Faure, which is a setting of 
love poems by Baudelaire, 
and Schumann’s «-“Lieder- 
kreis.” The range of feeling 
in the Schumann cycle is 
wider and more diverse and 
Mme. Danco projects each 
of its aspects with persuasive 
conviction. She is equally 
successful in maintaining the 
inner excitement of Faure’s 
ecstatic poetry.

“SONGS OF BRAZIL” 
as sung by a talented young 
artist named Clara Petraglia 
who also plays her own ac- 
companiments on the guitar 
have a delightful exotic flavor 
and an unmistakable artistic 
assurance.

Tito Gobbi, supported by the 
tenor Giacinto Prandelli, the 
soprano Margaret Mas and 
several others of less conse- 
quence, make a strong pres- 
entation of a plot dealing 
with love and _ infidelity. 
Gobbi’s voice is often forced, 

All the singing, for that mat- 
ter, is definitely second rate.

MICHAEL RABIN, the 
young American violinist, 
joins the Philharmonia Or- 
chestra of London in a bril- 
liantly articulated treatment 
of the Tschaikowsky Violin 
Concerto. Alceo Galliera is 
the conductor. Yotng Rabin 
has everything that the con- 
certo requires; a warm sing- 
ing tone, crisp articulation, 
and a sustained ardor. The 
same incisiveness and sympa- 
thetic feeling comes out in 
the Saint-Saens “Introduction 
and Rondo Capriccioso” which 
completes the second side. 
(Angel, One 12-inch LP.) 


THE TWO BACH CON- 
CERTOS for Violin and 
String Orchestra (A Minor 
and E Major) are played by 
Devy Erlih and Henry Merck- 
el with excellent results so 
far as the contrapuntal and 
rhythmic values of the two 
works are concerned. They 
are associated with the Pro 
Arte Chamber Orchestra of 
Munich, conducted by Kurt 
Redel, (London, Ducretet-

The two soloists are also 
heard with the same ensemble 
in the Bach Double Concerto.

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Beethoven's Letters 
Many New Items Added to Last 


IF BEETHOVEN wrote about ten thousand letters—as has 
been estimated—at least half of them must have been con- 
cerned with money. From this fact one might infer that he 
was always on the verge of starvation or that he was avari- 
cious. Neither is true. The income he received during his 
adult years was sufficient for a modest living and part of it 
came from pensions allotted to him by Prince Lobkowitz, 
Prince Kinsky and the Archduke Rudolf. But he was never 
affluent and certain obligations that he voluntarily incurred— 
such as the care and education of his nephew Karl— were 
enough to put him under severe financial pressure from time 


to time. 


For that reason his letters asking for commissions, putting 
higher prices on his compositions, reminding his patrons or = 
their agents that his allowance was overdue, were acts of his 
necessity. He was his own business representative, and if he 
tried to exact as much as the traffic would bear for the publica. | 
tion of his works it was never more than he deserved even ac- 
cording to the practices of the time. In retrospect the fees 
he asked seem quite moderate though it is difficult to esti- 
mate the buying power of ducats and florins. 

IN ANY CASE his letters have strong overtones of pathos 
even when they are quarrelsome and arrogant. Bearing the 
torments of genius should have been enough without being 
forced to bargain like a huckster over what he was producing .

The compilation of Beethoven's letters has been undertaken 
by several scholars. The latest called “New Beethoven Letters” 
as translated and annotated by Donald W. MacCardle, an 
American, and Ludwig Misch, a continental musician and 
critic, is the latest. (University of Oklahoma Press.) It includes 
450 letters and documents that were not available for the 
revised collection originally published by Alfred Kalischer. 
It is therefore the most nearly complete collection in English 
or any language. The editors make it clear, however, that 
many more are ‘still undiscovered and may remain so for 
the rest of time even though the recipients of Beethoven's 


letters usually valued them. 


MacCARDLE AND MISCH also point out that a number 
of manuscripts from which they worked were obviously incom- 
plete, and that others omitted words or phrases (Beethoven 
sometimes wrote in a hurry) or were unintelligible for other 
reasons. They have attempted to fill out the sense of these 
and through copious annotations have undertaken to place 
each letter within the context of events that caused it to be 
written. So their work makes a valuable book of reference 
for the English speaking student of Beethoven's life and 
it should be interesting, as well, to the layman, who would 
like to get-a-better perspective om the subject. 

One fascinating piece of information supplied largely by 
the editor’s notes concerns the “Battle of Vittoria” «4 work 
that has about the same musical value as Tschaikowsky’s 
“1812 Overture.” It involves cannon shot (supplied by the 
bass drums), gadgets for imitating musket fire, antiphonal 
effects from opposing wind bands and other boob-bumping 
This battle symphony was composed, presumably at 
the instance of Malzel, inventor of the metronome, for a 
visit to England that Beethoven hoped to make. 


THE SYMPHONY proved to be a highly popular concert 
piece in Vienna and a number of prominent conductors and 
composers—including Salieri—took part in its premiere in 
minor positions. From all the references one can find in his 
letters Beethoven never regarded this work as mere penny- | 
catching trash. He was particularly proud of the fact that so 
many distinguished colleagues were members of the orchestra. 
MacCardle and Misch say that these men looked upon the

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DOWNPAYMENTS 


| WASHINGTON, March 2 (AP) 
—The Eisenhower Administra- 
tion announced today it is ask- 
‘ng Congress for authority to 
lower down payments on mod- 
eratély priced homes financed 
by FHA-insured mortgages. 


House administrator Albert 
M. Cole said in a statement he 
is recommending more liberal 
loaf-to-value natios under the 
FHA mortgage insurance pro- 
grams for sales housing. 


As Cole explained it, the Ad- 
ministration proposals call for 
a Gdwn payment of 4 per cent 
of-the first $10,000 of FHA ap- 
praised value, 15 per cent of 
the next $6000 and 30 per cent 
of’ the amount ranging from 
$16,000 to the $20,000 maxi- 
mum. 

Under present law, a 5 per 
cent down payment is required | 
onthe first $9000 and 25 per 
cent of the appraised value 
from $9000 to $20,000. The 
President, however, has author- 
ity.to increase the $9000 limit 
on the smaller down payment 
to. $10,000 
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. Examples of Reduction. 

Here are some examples of 
reductions the FHA could make 
under the measure: On a $10,- 


000 mortgage, the required | 


down payment could be cut 
from the present $700 to $400. 
On $15,000 it could be reduced

The housing industry has 
been in something of a slump, 
in- part because of rising in- 
terest rates and the fact that 
heme mortgage funds have be- 
come increasingly scarce on the 
tight money market. 


In an earlier méve to increase 
the‘ availability of mortgage 
funds, the FHA last December 
increased the permissible inter- 
est rate on FHA-insured loans 
from 4% to 5 per cent. 


The Administration has asked 
Congress to take a similar step 
in an effort to step up the flow 
of money for home loans under 
the G.I. program. However, the 
Hovtse Veterans Committee re- 
cently turned down legislation 
td allow the Veterans Adminis- 
tration to boost to 5 per cent 
the permissible rate on such 
government-guaranteed loans. 


“Added Significance.’ 


Cole said-the proposed lower | 
down payments on FHA-insured | 
loans take on “added signifi- | 
cance in view of the scheduled 
termination” a year from next 
July of the VA’s home loan | 
guarantee program for World | 
War II veterans. He added: |

go far to offset the impact upon : 


the economy and the home- 
building industry of the termi- 
nation for World War II vet- 
erans of the liberal mortgage 
terms available under the VA 
program.” 

George S. Goodyear, presi- 
dent of the National Association 
of Home Builders, hailed the 
new proposals as “a progres- 
sive step in the right direction.” 

However, Goodyear said in a 
statement the proposals “do 
hot go far enough foward the 
announced objective of our 
national housing policy —to 
bring good housing within 
reach of every American 
family.”

Not Automatic. 
In his announcement, Cole 


said’the proposed new mortgage | 


terms would not go into effect 
on an automatic basis, if Con- 
gress granted the authority. He 
said “it is intended” that these 
lower down payments would be 
invoked at the discretion of the 
Federal Housing Commissioner 
“as warranted by conditions in 
the home-building and mortgage 
lending industries and_ the 
economy in general.” 

Goodyear was critical of this 
idea, saying “Congress should 
handle this legislation as an 
emergency measure to go into 
effect automatically on enact- 
ment.”

Course for Catchers.

of the Cardinals have ordered 
intensive instruction for Red- 
bird catchers in the fine art 
of handling the most difficult 
pitch in baseball, the flutter- 
ing, butterfly curve that is the 
specialty of three important 
pitchers on the St. Louis ros- 

ter. 

“Hutchinson is going to see 
to it that the catchers who are 
going to handle Hoyt Wil- 
helm, Jim Davis and Murry 
Dickson get all possible train- 
ing to make them more expert 
at catching the knuckle ball,” 
Lane explained. “The first 
step will be to have the catch- 
ers serve in the bullpen to 
warm up the knuckle-ball 
pitchers, instead of assigning 
that duty to a third string or 
bullpen catcher not likely to 
see service in the ball games. 

“Hoby Landrith started with 
that suggestion when we were 
talking about the importance 
of having a capable battery 
mate for Hoyt Wilhelm. Hoby 
said he always liked to catch 
Jim Davis during his warm-up 
when they both were with the 
Cubs and asked to be able to 
work with Wilhelm in the 
bullpen. 

“We might even go farther 
than that and have the catcher 
of the day, the man who is 
going to work in the game 
with Wilhelm, Davis or Dick- 
son, pair with him while he is 
warming up to start a game. 
Or the man in the bullpen 
warming up the knuckle- 
baller may move into the 
game with the relief pitcher.

UTCHINSON has said

It was in the National 
A A.U. tournament in Cleve- 
land that Archie fought his 
last bout in the amateur 
ranks. Then, as Moore stood 
in a corner with his arms 
‘wrapped about his head, the 
referce stopped the bout and 
gave the decision to Moore's 

-foe on a technical knockout. 

That made it look bad for 
Archie who was then plan 
ning a pro campaign, but h 
recovered quickly and started 
out as a winner in the money 
ranks. He went on to become 
one of the greatest in the 
ring in the past 20 years and 
bad it not been that his time 
pare that of Joe Louis, 

e probably would have won 
much greater acclaim. 

As it was, he _ traveled 
widely, meeting all comers 
and lost very few fights to 
heavyweights and light-heavy- 
weights. He backed away 
from none. 

Moore also suffered a 
very serious illness in the 
middle of his career, under- 
going a major operation 
which threatened to end his 
boxing. 

He fought back from that, 
too, and became even better 
than before.

from Illinois, | 


Mississippi, one 
one from Texas, one from Kan- 
sas and eight from Missouri. 
The eight from Missouri were 
recovered from birds’ which 
moved five to 125 miles south 
of the release sites. 

About 2500 Coturnix quail 
were released in middle Ten- 
nessee, all last fall. Some of 
these birds were later shot in 
states farther south. 

This tendency of the bird to 
move south in cold weather was 
expected by wildlife experts. 
The big question is: Do they 
wander too far to make stocking 
worthwhile? 

Missouri plans to release 20,- 
000 more as soon as the cold 
weather is definitely over. Ten- 
nessee will liberate 2500 to 3000 
more in April. 

Recovered bands from these 
second batches of birds should 
help clear up the question about 
migration. 

In order to keep control of 


the experiments, Missouri and | 


Tennessee are permitting re- 
leases of Coturnix quail only 


through the state game agen-. 


cies, not through individuals or 
organizations. They point out 
that indiscriminate stocking of 
the birds, some banded and 
some not, would prevent bi- 
ologists from making any sound 
conclusions from the tests. 

Still Much to Learn. 

The Missouri Conservation 
Commission—and probably the 
State Game and Fish Commis- 
sion of Tennessee also—insists 
that it is not actually trying to 
establish Coturnix quail @n this 
state, but only seeking to de- 
termine if the attempt should 
be made. 


Acting Director William 
Towell of the Missouri commis- 
sion sent the following state- 
ment to all field personnel 
within the last few days: 

“Our investigations are still 
in an early stage and we have 
much to learn before we de- 
cide whether Coturnix can be- 
come established in Missouri 
and, if so, whether it would be 
a valuable addition to our game 
bird populations. 

“The study is being made in 
anticipation of a possible future 
need for a bird that can live in 
cover too sparse for bobwhite. | 

“It is necessary that the pro- | 
visions of Section 51 of the 

Wildlife Code, prohibiting lib- 
eration of any wildlife without 
specific permission, be strictly 
enforced. 

“Promiscuous releases might 
result in an establishment that 
is not desired at this time, and 
would certainly confuse _ re-

In 1941, when the total number 
of recipients—charitable cases 
as well as school lunch users— 
climbed to 15,000,000, the aver- 
age annual contribution was 
about 167 pounds. 

The average for those on re- 
lief rolls was 210 pounds and 
that for school children 72. The 
average during the last half of 
1956 was at the annual rate of 
66 pounds for all recipients. 
This included an annual aver- 
age of about 64 pounds for 
those on relief rolls and in in- 
stitutions and 60 pounds for the 
school children.

In the scramble to divide the 
wealth, some Indians have 
dredged up a clause in the In- 
dian act to disqualify 110 mem- 
bers of one band. 

This band, it is charged, are 
not legal Indians and have no 
business on the reservation be- 
cause their ancestors took 
“scrip.” 


That goes back 75 years to. 


the time Canada took over the 
Northwest Territories (now the 
western provinces) from Britain. 
In exchange for reserves and 
treaty money, the Red Men 
signed away their general land 
rights. 

Half-breeds could choose to 
join Indian bands and settle on 
reserves, or take up plots of 
land for farms. A “scrip” cer- 
tificate entitled a resident to 
240 acres on which he could live 
as a white man. If he ae- 
cepted he was presumed not to 
be an Indian. 


Protestors against scrip de- | 


scendants have taken advan- 
tage of a procedure, written into 
the law at Indian request, tg 
demand a government investi- | 


gation. They have won the first | 


round since it has been ruled 
that the original 110 — now 
grown to 118 by births—were 
descended from people who had 
taken scrip. 

However, a review by a judge 
is also guaranteed under the 
act and scrip descendants are 
fighting back. They say it is 
monstrous for them to be

They have their partisans 
among other Indians and whites 
of Alberta and have signed a 
petition to Queen Elizabeth. 
They ask that the Queen in- 
struct her ministers to honor 
the terms of their tribal treaty 
with Queen Victoria which 
guaranteed them the right to 
live on the reserve “as long as 
the sun shines and the rivers 
flow.” 

When the petition landed in 
the office of the Queen’s repre- 
sentative in Canada, Gov.-Gen. 
Vincent Massey, he turned it 
over to Citizenship Minister 
Jack Pickersgill, in charge of 
Indian affairs. Pickersgill says 
there is nothing to be done but 
wait for a court decision. 

Government critics say he has 
no right to stop the petition 
from going to London. Actually 
the Queen acts only on advice 
of her Canadian ministers and 
petitions mailed to Ottawa are 
normally dealt with here. If 
they do go to Buckingham Pal- 
ace, they bounce right back. 

So, while nothing is to be 
gained by a petition in the 
Queen’s hands, it’s good poli- 
tics to tell the Indians that the 
wicked government at Ottawa 
refuses to let the “great white 
mother” know about. the 
troubles of her Indian children.

“In the first category a 
conductor must show ut- 
most patience. The mother 
of a musician about to 
make his or her debut on 
the stage is the blight of 
the musical world. She 
stands in the wings ready 
to scratch the eyes out of 
anyone who doesn’t pro- 
claim her offspring as the 
greatest living genius in 
the world. If for some rea- 
son the debut is unsuccess- 
ful, probably because the 
hae es. offspring has no talent, the

“Have you ever thrown a mother out of rehearsal?” 

“Sometimes. It really depends on the size and weight 
of the mother. On occasions, if the mother is prettier than 
the daughter, I have sent the debutante home and kept the 
mother on the podium. 

“Once in Bordeaux, where a young girl was singing and 
the mother was standing in the wings, my assistant asked 
me: ‘Maitre, do you eppose the presence of the mother?’

“What about the second category?” 

“You must break down the second category 
into wives of tenors and wives of baritones and 
basses. The worst are the wives of tenors.” 

“How's that?” 

“The tenor’s wife is the most jealous. Women 
are always falling in love with tenors and the wife 
is always around not so much to protect him, but 
to protect herself. Wives of tenors always use ‘we’ 
when discussing their husbands, In the lobby you 
will find them during intermission saying: ‘We are 
a little hoarse tonight’ or ‘I don’t know how our 
B flat will come out in the second act.’

‘of other women as they are of other baritones and basses. 


They are most jealous of the fees the others receive and no 
matter how secret salaries are kept, they will always man- 
age to find out what the opposition is making.” 

“Do wives of tenors and wives of baritones and basses 
get along together?” 

“They don’t even know each other. Eisenhower has 
more to say to Khrushchev than they have to say to one an- 
other. Besides, tenors’ wives consider themselves superior 
to other singers’ wives.

Prisoners by Night, Workers by Day

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Mar. 2. 


E WERE seated in a jail 
W cei here, smoking and 

swapping small talk with 
some prisoners. It was early 
morning of a sunshiny day; 
through the barred windows the 
outside world looked pretty 
good. 


A prisoner stood up, straight- 
ened the bedding on his cell 
cot, adjusted the lapels of his 
single-breasted suit and said, 
“Well, I've, got to catch my 
bus.” 

“Me too,” said another, “My 
boss is death on being late.” 


The others rose also. The 
jailer opened a steel plate door 
and the whole bunch made their 
way off down the jail corridor, 
outside into the new day—for 
these men it was just another 
work day, commuting back and 
forth from the County Jail 


It happens every day here. 
Droves of Milwaukee County 
jail inmates head out to regular 
jobs, whistling; carrying 
lunches, even as you and I, but 
under a highly unusual system. 


It is the “Huber System,” a 
setup quite satisfactory to local 
authorities, taken for granted in 
Milwaukee and the state of Wis- 
consin as a’ whole, but down- 
right startling to visitors with 
the preconceived notion that 
prisoners are supposed to be 
under lock or guard. 


Here; however, the unlikely 
sight of jail doors swinging 
open each workday morning to 
free dozens of prisoners pro- 
vokes not even a second glance. 

“The system has been so long 
established that few residents 
realize that other states don’t 
have anything just like it,” the 
Milwaukee Journal editorialized 
not long ago.

H EART of the Huber system

is simply that men serving 

jail sentences keep right on 
at their regular jobs during work 
hours but are locked up nights 
and weekends. 

In this jail, prisoners have to 
pay board. 

Even the system’s stanchest 
proponents admit it has a few 
bugs which need to be worked 
out. But practically everybody 
concerned admits it is based, at 
least ideally, on crystal-clear 
logic—a line of reasoning ex- 
pressed long and loud many 
years ago by Wisconsin State 
Senator Henry A. Huber. 

“How come,” demanded the 
Senator irately and repeatedly, 
“prisoners don’t work?” 

In his view they just sat 
around and “smoked, chewed 
tobacco or played cards while 
law-abiding citizens had _ to 
work hard to keep them.” 

Largely as a result of Sena- 
tor Huber’s clamoring, Wiscon- 
sin’s Huber act was passed in 
1913—lay dormant, was utilized 
actively in the early 1940s and 
has grown constantly since. Now 
it affects every county jail in 
the state, to varying degrees, 
and this month the State De- 
partment of Public Welfare is 
making a _ statewide survey 
aimed at further improving the 
application of the Huber Act. 

Not only does application of 
the act get prisoners off their 
duff, and off county expense, 
but it has been worked out to 
include strong rehabilitation 
overtones. 

“I was deep in hock when I 
came in here, and trying to 


solve my troubles by looking 
into a whisky glass,”’ one inmate 
told us. “Now my debts are 
mostly paid off—lI’ll be back on 
my feet by the time I get out 
next month.” 

The improbable idea of jail 
being a financial asset works 
out successfully here all the 
time. Getting in the pokey may 


seem a rather stringent thrift 


measure, but it works. 

“First time some of these fel- 
lows ever actually saved any 
money was after they became a 
huber,” said Lt. Frank T. Cal- 
lan, quiet-spoken jailer for the 
sheriff's office and a man who 
knows the psychology of “hu- 
bers,” or men serving time un-

F course you find no bank 
Q robbers or other such rank- 

ing public enemies among 
the 80-odd hubérs now in Mil- 
waukee county’s “Safety Build- 
ing” cells—such serious offend- 
ers go to the pen, for the long- 
est term legal in the county 
jail is one year. 


However, many of the prison- 
ers are doing time for offenses 
which would allow them to get 
no further than riot-gun tra- 
jectory distance from the usual 
jail—offenses such as carrying 
concealed weapons, assault, lar- 
ceny, drunk driving. 


What determines whether a 
man becomes a huber or serves 
his year or less under House 
of Correction lock and key? 

It's up to discretion of the 
individual judge, explained 
Circuit Judge Harvey L. Neel- 
en, instrumental in reactivating 
the Huber Law which lay so 


long unused on the statute 
books. 
Judge Neelen said: “It de- 


pends on whether he has a 
job and if so how long a period 
he has been employed in the 
same place—or, if he hasn't 
got a job, whether he is em- 
ployable, what his past record 
has been and what is the risk 
of his not repeating and com- 
ing back before the court for 
a violation of the same act.” 

“What's the point, precisely, 
of this system?” 

“The Huber Act can prevent 
an offender from losing his 
job, possibly becoming a future 
burden on the county,” said 
Judge Neelen, who is used to 
such questions because other 
locales query him often about 
the system with the thought in 
mind of possible local applica- 
tion. “Also, it prevents the 
family of the sentenced man 
from seeking public relief—be- 
cause he supports his family, 
although in jail.” 

So, it can work out to a dual 
saving: the board-paying prison- 
er pays his jail upkeep, the 
county doesn’t have to take 
care of his family. 

And, what with the paucity 
of opportunity for high living 
in this otherwise very jail-like 
jail, a prisoner can even pay 
off debts—this is particularly 
effective in. dealing with non- 
support and back-alimony cases.

O show how the operation 
T functions, lets take a ficitious 

but typical gent we will call 
Andy. Andy made right good 
money as a skilled laborer, but 
not much of his take-home pay 
was taken home. Like a large 
percentage of hubers, alcohol 
was his difficulty. Consequent- 
ly, he owed what seemed like 
everybody. Garnishees fell on 
his paycheck as the vermilion 
leaves in the autumntide. His 
solution was to drown his 
troubles in a Saturday night

whipperoo, a decision which re- 
sulted in a jail offense. 

A judge, taking into consid- 
eration various factors—his fam- 
ily, work record, previous of- 
fenses if any—decides to sen- 
tence Andy under the Huber 
Act, rather than to let him 
build his time locked up. 


This in itself, obviously, is no 
magic wand turning Merry 
Andrew into a@ model of pro- 
Priety and prudent investment. 
But here the sheriff's office 
machinery goes into operation. 

A worker interviews Andy's 
wife. It is decided how much of 
his pay goes to run the house- 
hold—and she gets it, no doubt 
about that. Because now the 
sheriff's office, and nobody else, 
handles Andy’s money. It’s even 
illegal. to garnishee a huber’s 
pay. 

Andy keeps working, all right, 
but otherwise a marked change 
comes into his way of life. He 
gets two dollars a day for ex- 
penses; bus fare, one meal, in- 
cidentals. That's deducted. He 
need not worry his head about 
board bill, That's deducted. 


The cost of living in jail has 
risen the past few years, from 
$2.20 to $2.85 to a present daily 
rate of $3.15. 

Oddly enough, Andy finds, 
and he has evenings and week- 
ends in his. cell to mull over 
these lessons. in income and 


outlay, there ts likely to be 
surplus money left over—for di- 
vision among howling creditors. 

Lt. Callan, a man who takes 
considerable interest in and has 
a patient forbearance for his 
hubers, if they toe the line, 
said, “Debt, worry and drink— 
a hopeless cycle unless it’s 
broken. Well, here’s a place it 
can be broken.”

XACTLY what is to keep a 

huber from taking off wild 

and free as the unfettered 
eagle the first day the dooris 
opened for him to pursue this 
logical sounding system? 

No guards follow him. He 
goes and comes on his own, His 
avowed destination may be the 
Acme Sock Works, but nothing 
of a shackling nature prohibits 
him from catching the early 
train to Juarez.

As it works out, relatively 
rare indeed is the new huber 
who doesn’t figure out which 
side his bed is bettered on— 
the huber division or the less 
open-air type jug always wait- 
ing to welcome him if he slips.

he can get 25 per cent of his 
sentence whacked off for good 
behavior — unheard of heaping 
of “good time” as opposed to 
the ordinary jail. 


speaking: “If the work plan 
doesn’t work there is always 
a cell for him.” 

And serious infraction of 
rules can bring him a full sen- 
tence, sans good time, in that 
cell, Few choose that alterna- 
tive. Some do, of course. 

Last Christmas, hubers of 
family status were released 
from morning to nightfall to 
spend the day at home. All 
came back at the prescribed 7 
p.m., save one individualist who 
stretched it out for a gala, holi- 
day occasion—which netted him 
upwards of one more month (in 
a cell) although he had only six 
days left as a huber. Other 
hubers were inclined to profit 
by his experience. 

Exemplary behavior can bring 
additional “day parole” for 
hubers. For instance, a prison- 
er may be allowed to go home 
on his day off if work is piled 
up around the house. (“They 
don’t always view this with 
favor,” said Callan.) Time out 
at night for things ranging from 
choir practice to Alcoholics 
Anonymous meetings has been 
allowed in individual cases. 

Oddly enough, some hubers 
do their entire sentence with- 
out their employers knowing 
about it. Although the accepted 
system is for the employer to 
mail the huber’s paycheck di- 
rectly to the sheriff's office, 
exceptions sometimes are made 
~—if the prisoner is fearful he 
might get fired if his address 
is known, 

“My boss has so much on his 
mind,” grinned one prisoner to 
us, a housepainter, “I just 
didn’t feel it would be fair to 
worry him with where I hap- 
pened to be staying the last 
few weeks.” 

The salary of a huber may 
be a revelation to his wife. 
“Why that skunk!" one woman 
opined to the case worker when 
she found hubby was clipping 
down $115 per week. “All this 
time he had been telling me 
his salary was $85.” 

Fewer than 100 hubers have 
flown since the system went 
into operation. These for the 
most part were transients—who, 
said Judge Neelen frankly, “we

After 
a few more quick ones, both 
frankness and jollity overcame 
him. 

“Hello, you ole so and so!” 
he began opening his telephone 
conversations to the lieutenant. 
“Keep the home fires burning— 
be along pretty soon; I'm at 
Joe's now.” 

“I mapped his course from 
bar to bar,” recalled Callan, a 
man with an Irish sense of 
humor. “Hit his estimated time 
of arrival within minutes—it 
was pretty late.” 

It was a remorseful and 
bleary-eyed huber who ap- 
peared on the carpet the next 
morning, to plead that his fam- 
ily’s income not be cut off— 
to beg for one more chance.

0 
wonder so many women get 
flabby; our muscles need the 
activity of standing, walking, 
stretching.” 

Miss Wickman is an expert on 
shape both professionally and 
personally.

Even Ernest's thoughtful ges- 
ture did ‘Tittle to dispel the 
lonely isolation that seemed to 
engulf me. In an attempt to 
divert me during the long win- 
ter evenings, Katherine and 
Herman often had friends for 
dinner. But I must have been 
a depressing companion. 

David had thought that after 
spending a little time in Aus- 
tria he might move to France. 
But when he broached the idea 
of going to France, even with 
a substantial amount of geog- 
raphy between him and me, his 
legal advisers’ were alarmed. 
Any suspicion of a meeting be- 
tween us during the period of 
waiting for my decree, to be- 
come final in early May, 1937, 
could jeopardize it under the 
existing — 

Unhappily but unprotestingly, 
we bowed before the sentence 
of separation. We would faith- 
fully play our roles in the bit- 
ter legal farce until the six 
months’ interval of waiting 
should run its course. 

During these long months 
there was never an evening that 
David and I did not talk to 
each other on the telephone. 
Of the two of us, it was David 
who had by far the worse time, 
although in his reticence he 
rigidly held in his grief. His re- 
lations with his brothers, once 
so intimately revolving around 
the bright sun of his personal- 
ity, turned sneressingly formal. 


VEN Queen Mary, for all her 
leve of her eldest son, could 
not make room in her heart 
for semething that had altered 
the n-tural order of monarchy 
David had put aside what he 
had been born to fulfill until 
he died; now in his mother’s 
eyes he had become something 
different and apart. Her love 
remained; but his place at the 
hearth had gone, along with his 
lace on the Throne. As for me, 
simply did not exist.

My choice was a handsome 
white villa, called La Croe, at 
Cap d’Antibes. It was owned by 
Sir Pomeroy Burton, who was 
willing to rent it to us. 


Herman Rogers received an- 
other offer. He was slightly, ac- 
quainted with a French indus- 
trialist named Charles Bedaux, 
who had a country place, the 
Chateau de Cande, near Tours. 
He and Katherine had seen it 
and judged it to be an ideal 
setting—not too large, remote 
enough to discourage sightseers, 
well protected by a wooded 
park, and in a storybook setting. 
At that time I had never met 
the ill-starred Charles Bedaux 
or, for that matter, ever heard 
of him; but he had written to 
Herman that he would like to 
offer us his chateau for our 
marriage.

ERMAN wrote to his brother 

Edmund, a prominent New 

York banker, to ask whether, 
if the Chateau de Cande should 
be considered for the marriage, 
there was anything in its own- 
er’s background that might ren- 
der it inappropriate. His broth- 
er replied that to the best of 
his knowledge Charles Bedaux 
enjoyed a good reputation in 
the business world and, so far 
as he was able to determine, 
his private life was blameless. 

I passed on the various sug- 
gestions to David, who decided 
that the choice lay between La 
Croe on the Cote d’Azur and the 
Chateau de Cande. David then 
asked his brother for his reac- 
tions. The King favored the 
old chateau in the center of 
France as the more dignified 
setting. That was how Cande 
came to be chosen, " 


Early in March, Katherine, 
Herman and | arrived at Cande. 
Mrs. Bedaux was at the door to 
greet us. She struck me as an 
unusually handsome woman, 
graceful and poised. 


“You must be tired and 
chilled,” she said. “Tea is 
ready, if you want it.” 

My first favorable impression 
of Fern Bedaux was to be deep- 
ened and strengthened by our 
subsequent . association. Her 
physical beauty and charm were 
the outer manifestations of a 
generous spirit. 


Whatever her subtle husband 
may have expected to gain from 
the loan of his chateau, I am 
convinced that she was innocent 
of any ulterior purpose. 


Seldom in my life have I 
known a person to show more 
kindness to a stranger. Within 
a few years she was to experi- 
ence a personal tragedy—her 
husband, suspected of being dis- 
loyal to his country, came to an 
untimely end. 

Having shown us _ around, 
she left us to change for din- 
ner. The long trip from Cannes 
had tired me, and I lay down 
on the big bed, hoping to 
snatch a nap before my bath. 
But my mind persisted in run- 
ning haphazardly over the in- 
numerable questions in my life 
and David's that still were un- 
solved. One question in parti- 
cular troubled me. Who would 
marry us? 

Under French law there had 
to be a separate civil ceremony, 
apart from a religious cere- 
mony, if the latter was per- 
formed. We should in any case 
be married by the mayor of the 
nearby town of Monts. But 
David was anxious to be mar- 
ried in a church as well. He 
has a deeply religious side; he 
wanted to be married by a min- 
ister of the Church of England, 
and with its blessing. 

The next two months were 


trying. There were innumer- 
able details that needed to be 


attended to. Meanwhile the 
press had once more thrown its 
encircling lines around me. 

April slowly ran its course. 
By then David and I, despite 
the vagaries of the international 
telephone, had worked out the 
plans for the ceremony. Our 
one desire was to be married 
in peace and as quietly as pos- 
sible. To invite all our friends 
was out of the question. David 
had asked his old equerry, 
Major Edward Metcalfe, to be 
his best man. 


David longed to have his sis- 
ter and his brothers, and most 
of all his mother, near him at 
his marriage, but the unspoken 
order had gone out: Bucking- 
ham Palace would ignore our 
wedding. That meant that 
many of the friends with whom 
David had made his life would 
find it “awkward” to come to 
Cande, 


On the morning of May 3, 
1937, there was a telephone cail 
from George Allen in London. 
My divorce decree had now be- 
come absolute. I telephoned 
David in Austria. 


“Wallis,” he said, “the ‘Ori- 
ent Express’ passes through 
Salzburg in the afternoon. I 
shall be at Cande in the morn- 
ing.” That afternoon I went for 
a walk with Katherine Rogers. 
She was thoughtful. “Remem- 
ber that he has been through 
a good deal,” she said. “He 
has been hurt—he may be 
changed.” 


I was not afraid on my own 
account. I was afraid only that 
the upheaval in his life might 
have crushed a valiant spirit.

AVID arrived at lunchtime 
DP with his equerry, Dudley 

Forward. David was thin and 
drawn. I could hardly have ex- 
pected him to look otherwise. 
Yet his gaiety bubbled as freely 
as before. He came up the steps 
at Cande two at a time. His 
first words were, “Darling, it’s 
been so long. I can hardly be-

It was wonderful to be to- 
gether again. Before, we had 
been alone in the face of over- 
whelming trouble. Now we 
would meet it side by side. But 
as David's brother was to be 
crowned on May 12, we hkoth 
felt that we should prefer to 
wait until June to be married.

Was he thinking of him- 
self in the Abbey? He never 
said. The words of the service 
rolled over me like an engulfing 
wave; I fought to suppress every 
thought, but all the while the 
mental image of what might 
have been and should have been 


kept forming, disintegrating, 
and re-forming in my mind.

ATER, when we were alone, 
Lite remarked in substance 

only this: “You must have no 
regrets—I have none. This much 
1 know: what I know of happi- 
ness | is forever associated with 
you.” 

Now came.a cheering devel- 
opment. Herman received a 
letter from the vicar of St. 
Paul's, Darlington, the Rever- 
end R. Anderson Jardine, offer- 
ing to come to France and per- 
form the marriage ceremony. 
David was delighted and tele- 
phoned George Allen in London 
to get in touch with the clergy- 
man and, if George thought 
well of him, to make the neces- 
tary arrangements for the Rev. 
Mr. Jardine to come to Cande. 
He arrived at the chateau the 
day before the wedding, appar- 
ently a typical country parson 
in appearance and manner. I 
thought it rather brave of him 
to defy his Bishop in order to 
marry us, and David and I 
gratefully welcomed him as a 
man of God 


Somehow the preparations 
got done. Mainbocher made 
my trousseau. From his sketches 
I chose for my wedding gown 
a simple dress of blue crepe 
satin. Reboux made a hat to 
match, I asked Constance Spry, 
the London florist, to come to 
Cande and do the flowers for 
the wedding. She was a per- 
son whom I knew and admired, 
She brought her assistant with 
her, and in a matter of hours 
they had transformed the at- 
mosphere of the house, I love 
flowers, and there can be few 
to equal Constance Spry in the 
art of arranging them so that 
the effect seems to be entirely 
natural. I was enchanted. This 
was her wedding present to me, 


David hoped that, once the 
Coronation was over, his fam- 
ily might soften its attitude, 
and that at least some of them 
would attend the wedding. But 
yet another blow was in prepa- 
ration, one especially humiliat- 
ing to him. Sir Ulick Alexan- 
der, David's former Keeper of 
the Privy Purse, and a stead- 
fast friend, telephoned David to 
say that Walter Monckton was 
coming to the wedding and 
would bring with him a letter 
from the King that would con- 
tain, as I recall the phrasing, 
“not very good news.” 

In his letter the King said 
that he had been advised by 
the British and Dominion 
Prime Ministers that when Da- 
vid had ‘renounced the Throne 
he had also given up the Royal 
titles. As he was no longer in 
the line of succession, accord- 
ing to the King, he had further- 
more lost his right to the title 
of Royal Highness. But the 
King wished him to enjoy this 
title, and eT he was re- 
creating him H However, 
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he could not, he went on to say, 
under the terms of Letters Pat- 
ent of Queen Victoria, extend 
this title to his wife. 

The King concluded by say- 
ing he hoped this painful action 
he had been forced to take 
would not be considered an “in- 
sult.” David would henceforth 
be known as His Royal High- 
ness, the Duke of Windsor, and 
I would be simply the Duchess 
of Windsor. The effect of this 
decision was to debar me in 
defiance of all custom from 
taking my place alongside my 
Royal husband and to bar any 
offspring of our marriage from 
inheriting his title. 

* +. * 
HE letter enraged David. He 
T exclaimed, “I know Bertie— 
I know he couldn't have 
written this letter on his own. 
Why in God’s name would they 
do this to me at this time!” 

The distinction did not seem 
particularly important to me. 
David had given up the most 
exalted of titles. It hardly 
seemed worth while to me to 
quibble over a distinction in 
a lesser one. But nothing in 
the aftermath of the Abdication 
hurt David more than that gra- 
tuitous thrust. In his eyes it 
was an ultimate slur upon his 
wife, and, therefore, upon him- 
self. He could not bring him- 
self wholly to blame his brother 
who, he knew, had bowed to 
strong pressure, But this action 
made for a coolness between 
them thereafter. 

Our wedding day on June 3 
was beautifully warm and sun- 
ny. Herman Rogers gave me 
away, and it must have been 
with a profound sense of re- 
lief that he saw me become 
the responsibility of another. 

Here I shall say only that it 
was a supremely happy moment. 
All I had been through, the 
hurt I had suffered, were for- 
gotten; by evening, David and 
I were on our way to Austria. 
En route we would stop briefly 
at Venice between trains. 

The first thing I learned 
about David as a husband was 
that he was much more thought- 
ful and attentive than I had ex- 
pected. Having picked Wasser- 
leonburg on his own, he was 
jittery over whether I would 
like it, And as the car labored 
up a steep hill, following a 
rough and narrow road, I began 
to have misgivings myself, Then 
abruptly, the climb was over, 
and before us was a most fas- 
cinating house—not a castle in 
the British sense, but rather a 
magnificent manor house in the 
Austrian style, with a wide 
courtyard paved with cobble- 
stones, a tennis court, and a 
swimming pool, All around were 
magnificent peaks of the Aus- 
trian Alps.

T WAS an idyllic interlude; 

for the moment one could al- 

most forget the winter's pain 
and separation. Many of our 
old friends kept turning up to 
visit us, and we made friends 
with our Austrian neighbors 
who lived nearby. Only one 
thing marred our happiness: 
after the first burst of joy in 
rediscovering each other and 
being together we found our 
minds turning back in intermi- 
nable post-mortems concerning 
the events leading up to the 
abdication. 

I suppose this is a common 
reaction of all couples who have 
endured a rending personal cri- 
sis. If I had only done this; 
if you had only done that; if 
you had only listened to me; if 
I had only known. This end- 
less rehashing of the lost past 
became almost an obsession 
with us until one evening David 
said despairingly, “Darling, if 
we keep this up we are never 
going to agree, so let’s drop it 
for good.” Then and there we 
vowed we never would discuss 
the abdication again, and to 
this day we never have.

E have been assaulted on 
W all sides lately by dramas- 
of the great radio and tele- 
vision idols of our time—“Man 
on a Tiger” and “The Come- 


- dian,” on TV, and in the movies, 


“The Great Man” and “The 
Face in the Crowd”—and in all 


of these the industry has been 
peopled with monsters of vary- 
ing degrees. Well, there are 
some monsters in the business, 
but all these portraits are a 
little misleading. 

“The Great Man,” for in- 
stance, is the story of a radio 
personality whose, success has 
so many points in common with 


Arthur Godfrey that Al Morgan, 


its author, has had to deny re- 
peatedly that Godfrey is the 
model. In the novel, the radio 
idol is killed in an auto crash 
and is never seen. The story 
is about a radio reporter who 
is gathering material for a me- 
morial broadcast and discovers 
in the process that the radio 
personality is a monumental 
heel. Much of the plot revolves 
around the _ strong possi- 
bility that the reporter may be 
scheduled to inherit the great 
man‘s million-dollar-a-year ra- 
dio and television job. 

» * * 

However, in the novel, the 
idea increasingly grows in the 
mind of the reporter that he’s 
likely to become just as big @ 
heel as his predecessor if he 
takes the job. So obsessed Is 
he with this idea that TV 
fame cannot help but turn 
anyone into a monster that 
Morgan, the author, went inte 
it at some length on Mike 
Wallace’s show.

. FINALLY, cornered by Wallace, 


Morgan admitted that the only 
person he knew who had been 
subjected to the pitiless scrutiny 
of the TV cameras, who—in his 
own phrase—“would be recog- 
nized on any street corner in 
America,” and who still had not 
been changed for the worse by 
it, was Arlene Francis. This is 
an overwhelming and well-de- 
served compliment to Miss 
Francis, but it is a little hard 
on the rest of the industry and 
frankly ] think it reveals more 
of the author than of the TV 
trade. 

“The Great Man” was a bad 
book and I felt unclean reading 
it. I was also furious at Mor- 
gan because he runs out on the 
reader.

CBS. Now Stanton is smart 
enough to be capable of the in- 
volved machinations blueprint- 
ed in “The Great Man.” But 
Stanton would not do it in—I 
can think of no other phrase— 
that tone of voice. Because, in 
addition to brains and deter- 
mination, Stanton has decency 
and common sense. In the jun- 
gle of TV, you have to be smart 
and tough, but Scranton is plen- 
ty wise enough to realize that 
the decent decision is also the 
smartest one. Successful as uh- 
scrupulous double-dealing is in 
the lower echelons, it is not at 
all smart in the highest ech- 
elons of command in anything 
as big as the Columbia Broad- 
casting System. 

Just the same, “The Great 
Man” is a good movie—taut, 
unsentimental and beautifully 
acted. I think also it represents 
an iconoclasm among our cre+ 
ative people which has been 
missing far too long. Since the 
war, it has been doWnright dan- 
gerous to criticize certain things 
and certain people. I consider.

NE of the most controver-

Landscaping Makes Lot 
Of Difference, but Be 


Sure About Plants Used 


By ELEANOR B. McCLURE 
Post-Dispatch Garden Writer. 


Modern emphasis on outdoor 
living has brought new impor- 
tance to landscape planning. It 
is conceded that a good planting 
not only adds to the beauty of 
a house, but just as surely en- 
hances the value of the prop- 
erty. 

Many home owners have 
found, though, that it is not 
easy to make a good landscape 
plan, or to turn it into reality 
with just the proper plants,-It 
is more difficult, in fact, to 
select trees and shrubs wisely, 
than to buy furniture for the 
house. The “exterior decorator” 
must work with living, highly 
variable materials. 

Anyone who buys a coffee 
table, for example, knows that 
it won't grow until it over- 
whelms the sofa. That “cun- 
ning” evergreen, on the other 
hand, may shoot up too tall 
and increase in girth, too. After 
a few years, it may completely 
obscure nearby windows. 


Mostly Rather Dismal, 


Aside from normal wear and 
tear, the appearance of a chair 
or rug will not be altered— 
but plants may offer many dif- 
ferent aspects through the 
changing seasons, The familiar 
Bridal Wreath (Spirea vanhout- 
ti) is decked in bridal white 
for just a few days in early 
may, but looks pretty dismal the 
rest of the year. A lawn that is 
a carpet of verdant green in 
springtime may be a drab mat 
of dead crab grass through the 
winter. 

Moreover, different types of 
shrubs and trees are extremely 
variable in‘ their demands, and 
in their requirements. While a 
rose and a rhododendron have 
similar names (since rhododen- 
dron literally means “rose- 
tree”), they differ radically in 
preferred exposures, light in- 
tensities, soil types, and ferti- 
lizers. 

For best results, therefore, 
home owners should seek the 
help of a landscape architect or 
consultant, or the landscape de- 
partment of a nursery. Do-it- 
yourself enthusiasts can achieve 
good results, of course — al- 
though they sometimes follow 
a costly trial-and-error proce- 
dure. For a real saving of time, 
effort, and expense, restrain 
that impulse to rush out and 
buy one each of those beguiling 
nursery plants. Instead, take 


of a little time for making prelim- 


inary plans. 
What's Important First. 
- First of all, it is wise to give 


evergreen for a particular spot, 
one must ask, first of all, what 
exposure it will have, and how 
much sunshine or shade there 
will be.’ The “climate” on the 
north. side of a house is vastly 
different from hot southern or 
western exposure. For each 
spot, though, it is possible to 
make a fine list of plants. 

To narrow this list, one has 
but to ask the next question: 
how large a plant would be 
most effective? For that screen 
planting a tall-growing shrub 
or tree might be needed. For a 
spot beside the house it is 
usually better to select more

American Can Initiates ‘Revolution’ 
For Making of Small Metal Containers 
In Construction Project at Plant Here 


By VIRGIL G. BAKER

The American Can Co. has 
started a remodeling and ex- 
pansion of its plant at 3200 
South Kingshighway (ground 
was broken last Friday) to im- 
plement a new procedure in 
the making of small metal con- 
tainers (they used to be called 
tin cans, but most of them are 
not) and the company calls the 
project “the most important de- 
velopment in the 150-year his- 
tory of the can-making indus- 


The job being done here is 
part of a nation-wide change 
which American is undertaking 
at an estimated cost of $27,000,- 
000. Other can making compa- 
nies are expected to initiate 


of 572. cans, in flat sheets. With the 
newly developed equipment that 


> 


will go into the plant here for 
handling a new form, steel is 
to be purchased in huge rolls, 
called coiled steelplate. The 
stuff will be sheared off the 
rolls here instead of at some 
steel mill and will be stacked 
in plates of such dimensions as 
better fit the company’s needs. 
Until now there hasn’t been 
machinery of this nature avail- 
able, but American officials 
think that the technological de- 
velopment it represents ‘may 
lead to a total revolution in can 
manufacturing techniques.” 

From 45,000 to 48,000 square 
feet of space, much of which 
already is under roof (but some 
of it new) will be used for the 
new steel handling procedure. 
Other space in the plant here 
is to be remodeled or realigned 
for operations being moved out 
of part of the space that will 
go to the steel handling and 
storage. 

F, B. Newcomb, vice presi- 


dent in charge of central divi- 
sion operations for American, 
said the St. Louis plant is a 
key unit in the new develop- 
ment program. 

The basic element of the coil 
operation is the shearing line, 
James Walker, St. Louis plant 
manager, pointed out. These 
lines include machinery for un- 
rolling the huge coils of steel, 
inspecting the plate, shearing 
it and sorting and stacking the 
sheets. “We will carry out these 
operations in the St. Louis 
plant, instead of having the 
steel mills perform them at 
their cost plus a profit,” Wal- 
ker said. 

Similar installations will be 
made at other plant locations 
throughout the country, and a 
large new factory devoted en- 
tirely to the steel processing 
operations is now being con- 
structed at Hammond, Ind.

TVA System Prevents Flooding of 
Chattanooga After Some of Heaviest 


Rains in Tennessee Valley's History — 
$50,000,000 Property Loss Averted 


By GARY W. FERGUSON of the PICTURES Staff 


N JANUARY 23 some of the heaviest winter rains in its 

history began falling in the Tennessee River Valley. 

The downpours pelted land that had absorbed lighter 

rainfall on the two preceding days. Soon the ground was 

saturated, and enormous volumes of runoff water were spill- 
ing into streams draining the 41,000-square-mile basin. 

Uncontrolled, these flows would have sent huge w 
of water through the region, causing disastrous flooding. 
Low - lying Chattanooga, nestled on both sides of the river 
in the narrowest part of its valley, would have been partic- 
ularly hard hit. The United States Weather Bureau and the 
Tennessee Valley Authority calculate that the river crest 
there would have been at least 52 feet, 22 feet above flood 
stage. 

Large parts of the city’s low-lying commercial and in- 
dustrial sections, as well as numerous residential blocks, 
would have been inundated. The flood would have been 
the worst in the city’s modern history, and probably second 
only to the record flood of 1867. ‘WA estimates property 
loss would have exceeded $50,000,000. Less severe destruc- 
tion would have occurred elsewhere on the Tennessee and 
its tributaries. 


But instead of devastation, the very heavy rainfall 
(a valley - wide average of nearly 12 inches in 20 days) left 
behind only minor damage. The waters were controlled by 
TVA’s network of dams. 

In contrast to the heroic drama of last-hour sand- 
bagging that sometimes staves off a flood, the story of how 
TVA kept in check the basin’s rain-swollen streams is un- 
spectacular. It lacks suspense and sinew. The drama comes 
in a realization of the results that can be attained by a few 
highly skilled technicians who are armed with strategically 
placed concrete barriers and a precise plan for using them. 

Nerve center of the control operation was the Water 
Dispatching Office at TVA’s headquarters in Knoxville. Into 
the office by telephone® teletype and radio come reports 
from 190 rainfall measuring stations and 41 streamflow ob- 
servation posts. Special Weather Bureau forecasts are re- 
ceived. Information on Ohio and Mississippi River condi- 
tions is obtained from the Army Corps of Engineers. 

With arrival of reports of the January 23 rains, together 
with a forecast of continued moisture, the office stepped up 
the rate of dischorge from dams.on the Tennessee. 
was done to make more storage room behind the dams 
should flood conditions materialize. Reservoirs on the tribu- 
taries previously had been drawn down to their lowest 
levels of the year in pr ation for out cso from mid- 
December until the end of ch when fl are most likely. 


While water was being dispatched rapidly from the 
mainstream dams, the flow from the tributary dams was de- 
creased and their reservoirs allowed to fill. This kept the 
burden of the headwater rains out of the Tennessee, which 
was being taxed to handle safely the runoff along its own 
course. As this runoff grew heavier, the peak loads were 
impounded in the reservoirs above Chattanooga. The city's 

nerability to heavy flooding makes it the key point in 
the valley for crest reduction. 

As the waterflow from the storms reached its maximum, 
the river crested in Chattanooga at 32.2 feet (2.2 feet above 
flood stage). Little damage was done. Twenty feet had 
been cut off the top of the flood. 

When the Tennessee began to fall at Chattanooga, re- 
leases were made from the tributary and upstream reser- 
voirs to put them in readiness for any new flood threats. 
For several days thereafter, this water—which would have 
struck in one gigantic crest—flowed harmlessly through the 
city. TVA had passed its most severe flood crisis.

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PREPARING FOR BIRTH OF A NEW NATION 


Gold Coast, British Togoland to 
Unite as Ghana, Become Free 
Unit of British Commonwealth 


EPRESENTATIVES of almost every nation in the world, the 
United States included, will attend the birth of a new and 
independent nation Wednesday. The new country, on the 

coast of Equatorial West Africa, is Ghana. It will be composed 
of the Gold Coast, which has been a British colony, and British 
Togoland, held in trust by Britain, whose residents voted last 
May to merge with the Gold Coast. Recently, a bridge which 
spans the Volta River and links a highway crossing the two 
countries was put into use. 

In granting independence, the British will make Ghana, the 
ancestral homeland of millions of American Negroes, the first 
Negro dominion within its commonwealth. Under executive 
direction of a governor general, Ghana will have a cabinet and 
parliamentary system of government. The British hope their 
action also will serve to refute Communist claims that Western 
powers are bent on colonial exploitation.

In June, 1917, I entered West Point as a member of 
a class of 307, with four long years of work ahead. 


Our country was at war with Germany, but our mili-_ 


tary effort was too recent for the full weight of Ameri- 
can power to be felt. By the spring of 1918 it was 
apparent things were not going well for us. Casualties 
were heavy. In a last convulsive bid for victory, the 
German forces were driving deep into our lines. 

One day late in August, 1918, we cadets, gathered 
in the great mess hall for the midday meal; were told 
that an important announcement would be read. Then 
we were to preserve an absolute silence for five 
minutes. 

In the hush that followed, the announcement came 
— momentous and incredible! Because of the shortage 
of trained officers, our class was to be graduated as 
second lieutenants on November 1. We, so young that 
our pin feathers showed, were to be officers among the 
men engaged in the titanic struggle in Europe. 

The five minutes of silence were electric with the 
thoughts that raced through our minds. In the deep 
stillness I could feel the mental tensions in the class- 
mates around me. During those five minutes each of 
us in that hall was terribly alone.

My brain registered a staccato montage of exhilara- 
tion, doubts and questions. The announcement said 
that “trained officers” were needed. Was I — barely 
19 — ready for this grim test? Mounting casualties at 
the front meant great danger. Was I qualified to gamble 
men’s lives on my judgment, my skill? I had no con- 
fident answers. 

rll always remember the surging emotions of those 
five long minutes. 

So it was that on November 1, we became second 
lieutenants bound for France. But the Germans must 
have heard of our coming, for on November 11 the 
enemy capitulated and the Kaiser fled. 

Now, indeed, we new lieutenants were cocky. Had 
we not stopped World War I cold? What rapid promo- 
tions we expected! Well, we remained lieutenants for 
over 16 years. 

Eventually many of us did become generals: I was 
fortunate enough to be one for almost 15 years. But 
our class is convinced 16 years is too long to be a lieu- 
tenant, and I suspect many Americans feél 15 years 
is too long to be a general. I share that view. I also 
know that, under the right circumstances, five minutes 
can be a lifetime. o

Based on questions asked 
prospective citizens by the Immigra- 
tion Service, it included the query, 
“What form of government does the 
United States have?” The official an- 
swer: “Democracy.” 

Well, thousands of readers pro- 
tested that America is not a democ- 
racy but a republic. Anxious to get 
at the truth, PARADE took the prob 
lem to an assortment of experts. 
Their concensus: America is both a 
republic and a democracy. 

Early in our history the distinc- 
tion was made that democracy 
meant direct, as opposed to repre- 
sentative, government. “However.” 
adds the Library of Congress, “this 
distinction is no longer regarded as 
valid ...” Another authority points 
out that almost every President since 
Jefferson has used republic and de- 
mocracy interchangeably. For pur- 
ists, a working definition might be 
that the former its a form, the latter 
a kind, of government. 

The Immigration Service itself 
says its question ts designed only to 
test the applicant's knowledge of the 
workings of government. “If he were 
to answer ‘Democracy’ or ‘Repub- 
lic,” says a spokesman, “we would 
accept it.”

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Fred Astaire: 50 years 


As he passes a milestone, meet the dancer millions love—and almost 


HOLLYWOOD. 
EXT MONTH THE world’s most famous 
N dancer will flash across your movie 
screen in an adaptation of a Broad- 
way musical, Funny Face. A tuneful com- 
edy about a dancing photographer who falls 
in love with a bookworm-turned-model, it is 
virtually guaranteed to send you out of the 
theater humming its songs or trying the steps 
its hero so nimbly tosses off. 

It is precisely this effect on his audiences 
which made Fred Astaire a success the first 
time Funny Face came ‘round in 1927. His 
co-star then was his sister Adele. Thirty 
years later his co-star is Audrey Hepburn, 
who was not even born when Funny Face 
opened on Broadway. Actually, at 57 Fred 
Astaire has been dancing professionally not 
30 but 50 years — and the magic of his tal- 
ented feet is as strong now as it was half- 
century ago. 

What is the secret of this ageless charm? 
If anyone knows, it is mot Fred Astaire. 

“I don’t want to sound falsely modest,” he 
told me the other day, “but I’ve been tre- 
mendously lucky. Just look at me. Thin, bony 
body. Angular face. Jutting jaw. Not much 


of a voice. Just a guy who plugs away at his 


dancing. 

“Every morning I get up and think to my- 
self, ‘Better get out of this racket before the 
public throws you out... But somehow the 
public remains extremely tolerant of me. The 
other night Paramount sneak-previewed 
Funny Face. It’s the 30th movie I’ve made 
since 1932, yet the audience reaction was in- 
credibly favorable. People said I'd never been 
better. 

“I think ’'m doing the best work right now 
I've ever done. But for the public to be so 
dance-wise and not fed up with me, to be so 
perceptive — all I can say is that ['m con- 
tinually surprised and grateful.” 

The public returns this feeling in kind — 
surprised that Astaire can keep originating 
fresh, stirring dance routines, grateful that 
his films invariably provide clean entertain- 
ment that ends on an upbeat. The public also 
asks, with reason, what manner of man is 
Fred Astaire? 

Again, the answer is not forthcoming from 
him. Up to now, he has ranked as one of the 


hardest men in all show business to interview 
— partly because of his innate preference 
for listening over talking, partly because he 
lacks that indefinable thing called color. One 
reporter, after taking down stenographically 
every thing he had to say for an hour and a 
half, was pumped by a colleague. “All I 
found out,” she said grimly, “is that Fred 
Astaire likes to play the drums.” 

Oddly enough, .that fact sums up much 
about Astaire’s superficial aspect. “I’m a beat 
man,” he says. “What I really like best is to 
put a record on miy phonograph, then sit 


down at my drums and play along with the 


band.” 

Astaire’s love of rhythm is apparent in his 
physical behavior. He likes speed and drives 
a silver Thunderbird. He also breeds and 
races thoroughbred horses. When he answers 
the telephone, his fingers tap a tattoo on the 
wall. When he is seated in an easy chair, his 
foot involuntarily stomps out a beat as if it 
were working a piano pedal. 

But essentially Astaire is a serious indi- 
vidual, soft-spoken and reserved. He keeps 
his emotions well-reined, his private life pri- 


-vate. Pictures of his children and horses are 


hung all over his quiet, wood-paneled home 
in the old section of Beverly Hills, but neve 
a photograph of himself. : 


Personal Tragedy 
Today there is am emptiness in this house 


that all Astaire’s rhythm cannot drum away. 


For 21 years he was married to one of the 
most gracious ladies the movie colony has 
known, Phyllis Baker Astaire, daughter of a 
Boston physician. They met at a Long 
Island golfing party. It was largely through 
her social connections that Astaire became 


one of the few show people ever invited to . 


join New York’s swank Racquet and Tennis 
Club. Their marriage was an ideal match that 
came to a tragic end in 1954 when, at 46, 
Phyllis died of cancer. She left Fred with two 
children, Fred, Jr., and Ava, and a stepson 
by her first marriage, Eliphalet Potter, Jr., 
now 28. 

“When Phyllis died,” Astaire says, “the 
bottom dropped out of everything. I felt I 
just couldn’t go on, that there was no point

She gave stability to my life. She saw me 
through all those early Hollywood years 
when I was sure I'd flop.” (The report on 
Fred Astaire’s first screen test reads: “Can't 
act, slightly bald but can dance a little.”) 

“And of course, she was wonderful with 
the children. Once she went, I was lost. I 
think I would have broken down completely 
if I didn’t have work to sustain me. I was so 
depressed I began looking around for projects 
I'd always avoided — writing my autobiogra- 
phy, for example. In a moment of weakness 
I agreed to work on it with another writer. 

“Frankly,” Astaire admits, “widowers like 
Bing Crosby and myself are in tough posi- 
tions. If I go out with a young woman, and 
she’s very attractive, very lively, very capa- 
ble of making you forget sadness, then people 
say I’m robbing the cradle. If I go out with 
some woman in my own age bracket, then 
they say I’m concentrating on grandmothers. 
What I’ve got to find is someone in between.” 

I asked him whether he’d had any luck on 
this particular point. He gave me an answer 
that might sound a little ambiguous, but 
wasn’t meant that way. 


A Date with Ingrid 


“One of the nicest things,” he said, “hap- 
pened to me last year in Paris. Audrey Hep- 
burn and Mel Ferrer invited me over to their 
place one night for a blind date. You know 
who she turned out to be? Ingrid Bergman. 
That night I gave thought, for the first time 
‘since my wife died, to the possibility of get- 
ting married again. Until then I had recon- 
ciled myself to just working and looking after 
Ava.” 

His daughter, of course, is Astaire’s prime 
responsibility now that his son has turned 21 
and gotten married. At 15, Ava might be 
termed a representative teenager. She is a 
rock-and-roll fan, sees no harm in Elvis Pres- 
ley and has inherited at least some of her 
father’s love of rhythm — witness today’s 
PARADE cover and the photo on page 11. A 
well-bred young woman, she travels with 
Astaire “whenever school doesn’t interfere.” 

Married or single, Fred Astaire remains 
the most durable dancer ever to make a major 
mark (and several million dollars) in a ca- 
reer that has led from vaudeville to Broad- 


way to Hollywood. Along the way he re- 
peatedly has stepped out of character in two 
ways — as a leading man (who never has 
threatened seriously the acting laurels of 
anyone from John Barrymore to Marlon 
Brando) and as a singer (whose thin yet 
true voice has, surprisingly, introduced more 
hit songs than that of anyone except pos- 
sibly Bing Crosby). He even has written 
songs, some of which have been published. 

“I love to write songs,” Astaire admits, 
“but I'm not too good at it. Besides, I just 
don’t have the time. 


Easy the Hard Way 


“You'd think after all these years that 
working out my own dances would become 
easier. It hasn’t. The more I dance, the less 
satisfied I get with what I’m trying to do. The 
secret of successful dancing is to make it look 
effortless, like a snap, as though it were all 
sO spontaneous. Years.ago when I was danc- 
ing with Ginger Rogers over at RKO, I could 
work out the dance numbers for a musical in 
seven or eight weeks. Nowadays, I need three 
months and all the help I can get.” 

Such crack choreographers as Michael 
Kidd and Hermes Pan claim Astaire suffers 
from a perfectionist complex. For him the 
creation of each new dance routine is a 
mounting challenge because, above all, he 
fears he will unwittingly repeat one of the 
175 routines he has previously created. 
Astaire’s taste is basically sophisticated, with 
a tendency toward satire, and such dances are 
not easy to come by. Originating one routine 
takes as much thought as writing a long story 
or a half-hour TV script. It calls for a reser- 
voir of inventiveness, and Astaire perpetually 
is afraid that his reservoir will run dry. _ 

When he is rehearsing, he works eight 
hours a day, six or seven days a week. He 
loses anywhere from five to 10 pounds in the 
process — which, considering that his normal 
weight is 130, is poundage he can ill afford. 
He keeps telling himself that if he can only 
get through this one, it will be his last. Every 
few years he announces he is about to retire, 
then doesn’t. 

In 30 films, Astaire has danced with 18 dif- 
ferent partners. He worked 10 pictures with 
Ginger Rogers, then went on with, among

others, Dolores Del Rio, Eleanor Powell, 
Rita Hayworth, Vera-Ellen, Leslie Caron and 
Cyd Charisse. Although he works all his lead- 
ing ladies to a frazzle, he refuses to comment 
on their individual talent. Queried as to his 
favorite partner, he offers two stock replies. 
One: “I have no favorite partner.” The 
other: “My favorite partner is and always 
will be” — pause — “Bing Crosby.” 

Such. diplomacy brings its own reward. 
“He doesn’t have an evil bone in his body.” 
“He’s every inch a gentleman.” “He’s never 
made a single pass at a partner, and you 
can’t say that for most actors.” These are typi- 
cal quotes from some of his leading ladies. 
Their admiration is professional as well as 
personal. Says Cyd Charisse, currently re- 
hearsing with Astaire for Silk Stockings: 
“With Fred every toe-tap, every movement, 
must be perfect.” Adds Audrey Hepburn: 
“He knows exactly what effect he wants. He 
is a meticulous artist. When you dance with 

him, he raises you to new heights.” 

Once finished with a screen stint, Astaire 
becomes as relaxed as a pound of liver. 
Friendly and affable, he gets along well with 
everyone from studio president to prop-boy. 
For years he has been termed the only Hol- 
lywood star who has.a million dollars and 
no enemies. Today he has little time for his 
chief interest outside of dancing and music 
— namely, horses. He owns a breeding farm, 
the Blue Valley Ranch, in the San Fernando 
Valley. His most famous horse, Triplicate, 
was bought for $6,000 and won $245,000. 
But for the past three years, he says, “the 
ranch has been losing money and I never have 
time to watch my horses run in a race.” 


No Pay, No Dance 

Astaire also maintains a monetary interest 
in his chain of dancing schools, which he 
began to franchise in 1947. Socially, he is 
regarded as a pillar of Hollywood’s conserva- 
tive set. He rarely visits a night club — and 
when he does, he refuses to dance. “I never 
dance,” he claims, “unless I have to.” 

Most of his life he has had to —- by his own 
choice or, originally, his mother’s. He was 
born in Omaha, Neb., on May 10, 1899, to 
Ann and Frederic Austerlitz. His father, a 
beer salesman, lost his job in 1906 when 
Omaha went dry. His mother, a shrewd, am- 
bitious woman, felt strongly that Fred and 
his sister Adele (18 months his senior) might 
do well m vaudeville. 

Fred earned his first dollar there at the 
age of 5. Three years later he and Adele en- 
tered Ned Wayburn’s dancing academy in 
New York. 

For the next nine years this juvenile dance 
team toured the country. They had little time 
for formal education, so their mother tutored 
. them. In their teens, they changed their name 
to Astaire. In 1916 they were signed for their 
first Broadway show, Over the Top, with Ed 
Wynn. An instant hit, they remained the 


darlings of the musical-comedy stage for 16 
years. 
Old-timers say Fred always was shy and 


serious, always practicing, rehearsing, inno- 


vating. His sister, on the other hand, was in 
love with life and a succession of eligible 
young men. Finally one of these, Lord 
Charles Cavendish, son of the Duke of 
Devonshire, caught and married her. (After 
his death in 1944 she remarried. She now 
lives in Virginia with her second husband, 
Kingman Douglas. ) 

Fred Astaire became a “single.” In 1932 
he made his first stage appearance without 
Adele in The Gay Divorce. When it had run 
32 weeks, RKO gave him a screen test. Said 
Astaire skeptically, “Any inventory of my 
face will disclose no feature a successful 
movie star should have.” He was signed to 
a contract, however, and before long found 
himself. cast with Ginger Rogers in Flying 
Down to Rio. 


Surprise in London 


The result pleased him so little that before 
the picture even was released he took off to 
London to star in the English stage company 
of The Gay Divorce. He was still there, his 
drastic Hollywood experience almost forgot- 
ten, when. Pandro Berman, producer of the 
film, cabled: “Rio opened New York and you 
are sensational hit. Told you soe.” 

Astaire says he refused to believe the wire. 
“] thought it was a gag,” he fondly recalls, 
“until they mailed over the reviews. Then I 
finally believed it and came back to Holly- 
wood. Ever since then I can honestly say that 
I don’t understand what people see in me. I 
don’t look like a movie star and I don’t act 
like a movie star. I’m just an old so-and-so 
from Omaha.” 

Jadging by public reaction, that obviously 
is all he needs to be — so long as his nimble, 
gifted, seemingly indestructible legs can carry

In a typical session (below), the 
women gather around a U-shaped table. 
MacEwan, as leader, begins the meeting 
by tossing out a question: “What new 
products in and around the house can 
you suggest to make work easier and life 
more pleasant?” 

Hands immediately pop up and a flood 
of ideas pours forth. Among them are 
frozen breakfasts, electronically con- 
trolled windows that open and shut ac- 
cording to the weather, foot-controlied 
water faucets, kitchen chairs that move 
up and down for children of varying 
sizes, pie crust already rolled out, larger 
brushes on vacuum cleaners, easily put- 
up backyard fences for young children 
and laundry detergents in capsule form. 

As the ideas come tumbling out, a 
Stenotypist takes them all down. They 
then are evaluated and sent to some 15 
sponsoring Companies and institutions. 

“Not all the ideas are earth-shaking,” 
says MacEwan. “As a matter of fact, 
some of them are pretty screwy. One of 
the girls came up with the idea for a 
turntable in every garage so women 
wouldn't ever have to back the family 
car out. But what I try to impress on 
them is that every positive idea, no mat- 


ter how crazy it sounds, may be the right 
answer to some problem.” 

One of the reasons brainstorming is 
proving so successful is that it rules out 
all negative thinking. For example, if any 
of the women in MacEwan’s group criti- 
cizes an idea, he rings a little warning 
bell. This rarely happens. Other ingredi- 
ents that make up brainstorming are 
uninhibited thinking with a group and 
free association. One woman puts it this 
way: “First my mind is\a blank. Then I 
start concentrating on the‘subject. After 
that the ideas just seem to flow’. 

When the housewives leave a bBrain- 
storming session, they not only find them- 
selves mentally stimulated. They also 
begin viewing their own lives and prob- 
lems in a new way. 

“My husband and I had a chance to go 
to Europe during the summer,” explains 
Mrs. Allan Benz. “But we had a problem 
— who would stay with our two children 
while we were away. I tried brainstorm- 
ing and came up with a solution I never 
would have thought of before — hiring 
a school teacher as a full-time baby 
sitter.” 

One woman tried brainstorming on 
her husband in remodeling their house. 
Another used it on her family in writing 
jingles. A third brought it to a group of 
Boy Scouts who wanted to make Christ- 
mas gifts for their fathers. In each case 


ideas popped like corn over a hot fire. 

A dramatic personal story of the power 
of brainstorming comes from Mrs. Mary 
Felter, a mother of three. “I was always 
afraid to speak out in a group,” she says. 
“I thought my ideas were no good, that 
people would laugh at them. Then I 
started this course in brainstorming. | 
not only found that my ideas were as 
good as the others’, but also that I could 
think up many more than I had dreamed 
possible. 

“All this gave mea new feeling of self- 
confidence. During the last election I 
went to political meetings and even rang 
doorbells to get people out to vote. I 
never had done anything like that be- 
fore in my life!” 


Fresh Thinking Wanted 


Brainstorming was born in the fertile 
mind of advertising executive Alex F. 
Osborn, and since has spread through 
various levels of U.S. industry. MacEwan 
first tried the idea on a group of engi- 
neers and business executives here. He 
then experimented with teenagers, and 
found them highly responsive. 

“Most people,” he points out, “try to 
think up answers to a problem by search- 
ing back through the past to see how it 
was met before. Then they choose the 
best of the past answers and apply it. 
You can’t get new concepts that way. 
What’s needed is uninhibited thinking. 
Crazy ideas, if you like. That’s why thi 
high-school kids were so good.” 

Out of that experience came Mac- 
Ewan’s conclusion that girls are 40 tc 
50 per cent more creative than boys. And 
that led to his housewives’ brain-trust. 

“Future housewives are going to have 
more to say about new products for the 
home than the engineers,” he says. “They 
know what they want.” 

So you’re not a housewife? No matter. 
Says MacEwen: “So long as a group 
sticks to positive ideas, # can profit by 
brainstorming sessions. And I mean any 
group — including yours.” - e

1 It’s yours. The law takes the view that the money 
has been lost, not misluid, and that you have a better 
claim to it than anyone except the person who lost it. 
Should the latter raise questions later, the grocer is not 
responsible. 

2 The owner. The offer of a “liberal reward” is vague

tised must be a specific sum before you can have a lien 
against it.

6 No. The coat was not put under the care of the 
restaurant owner or a waiter. Neither one can be ex- 
pected to guard unchecked articles. 

7 Yes, because the clerk witnessed the placing of your 
coat on the chair and legally assumed responsibility 
for it. 

8 Yes. Legally, you must read the notice to be bound 
by it. This may become a question of fact to be deter- 
mined by a jury. 

9 No. In most states, the failure of the guest to de- 
posit valuables in its designated safe relieves the hotel 
of lability. 


10 Yes. on the theory that a breach of contract has 
been committed. 

1¥ The laundry — unless you have given instructions 
for the bundle to be left outside. 

12 Not unless you can prove that the fire was caused 
by his negligence. (An upholsterer is not normally in- 
sured against fire or theft for customers’ property.) 
13 Yes. Failure to charge doesn't end his responsibility. 
14 You are. The general rule is that unless the fixture 
is SO firmly attached as to be incapable of removal with- 
out injury to itself or the landlord's property, it may 
be removed by the tenant. Hangings, tapestry, window 
blinds and curtains, stoves, cupboards, sheds, grates, 
steam radiators and electric refrigerators may be re- 
moved by the tenant — assuming, of course, they be- 
long to him.

PROVIDENCE, R.I. 
For 300,000 U.S. children with cerebral 
palsy and their parents, the pictures on 
these pages tell a story of real hope, 
warmth and understanding. 

Shown at the Meeting Street School, 
Children’s Rehabilitation Center here are 
palsied youngsters learning to use their 
muscles correctly by playing games, imi- 
tating adults—in short, doing what 
comes naturally. They illustrate a vital 
part of the new way in rehabilitating sick 
children: combining early treatment by 
a trained medical team and plain, old- 
fashioned fun. 

In C/P, results tell the story. Says 
Dr. Eric Denhoff, medical director of the 
Meeting Street School: “With proper 
care, more than six out of 10 C/P young- 
sters can graduate to well-adjusted living 
in adolescence.” 

As you may know, cerebral palsy has 
been a real childhood scourge. Resulting 
from brain damage before, during or 
after birth — often for reasons unknown 


— it brings on involuntary or stiff muscle 
movement which impairs walking, talk- 
ing and other normal functions. 

Medical teams fight C/P three ways— 
through muscle re-education, surgery 
and drug treatment. Here’s a thumbnail 
progress report: 

1) About 75 per cent of all C/P chil- 
dren now can be helped “significantly” 
by muscle training. If it is begun in in- 
fancy, much deformity can be prevented 
later. 

2) About one in three cases can be 
helped surgically. Operations aim at re- 
lieving muscle spasm and tension. 

3) Better than 65 per cent of all cases 
are helped by drugs — muscle relaxants, 
tranquilizers and others — which speed 
social adjustment. 

“The goal of tomorrow,” says Dr. 
Denhoff, “is emotional acceptance of the 
disorder by parents and the public at 
large.” Expressions such as those of the 


Meeting Street children should help bring.

‘Baseball players

TORONTO. 
When Ted Williams, the Boston Red Sox 
star, slipped off a wooden sandal last spring 
and bruised his instep, he didn’t play reg- 
ularly for a month. 

Now Ted is a big, fearless guy, but I 
think he’s typical of many major-league 
ball players: whenever they suffer the 
slightest injury, out of the game they come, 
to be clucked over by trainers as though 
they were glass dolls. 

No other professional athletes are so 
pampered. Compare Williams’ injury, for 
instance, with what happened in my sport 
-— ice hockey —a few years ago. In a 
game against Toronto, Jack Stewart of the 
Detroit Red Wings was cut across the face 
accidentally by a stick. He was rushed off 
the ice, blood pouring down his uniform. 
The doctor needed 33 stitches to close the 
gash. , 

How long was Stewart off the ice? A 
month? A week? It was a matter of min- 
utes. Though ordered to the hospital, Jack 
staggered back to the rink; with blood 
oozing through his bandages, he finished 
out the game. 

By comparison, look what happens in 
baseball when a player is wounded. Last 
season Gene Baker, second baseman for 
the Chicago Cubs, was spiked in the leg. 
Only -four stitches were needed to close 
the wound, but Baker was out of action 
for 13 days. 

Of course there are some ball players 
— like the Yankees’ Mickey Mantle — 
who will play despite a trick knee or other 
painful injuries. And years before, there 
were “iron men” like Lou Gehrig, Mickey 
Cochrane and Ty Cobb. In recent years, 
though, such men seem rare. 

I recall reading a story about how the 
1949 Yankees won the pennant despite a 
long string of “crippling injuries” to their 
key players. Then I took a look at some 
of the “injuries”:

Hockey players constantly are amazed 
that such “injuries” could keep anybody 
from playing a game as slow-moving as 
baseball. What surprises us even more, 
though, is the length of time a ball player 
is out of action when he does suffer a fairly 
serious injury. 

Last summer, for example, Boston Red 
Sox pitcher Willard Nixon had a sore 
shoulder that kept him out of the hneup 
for 25 days. And pitcher Ray Narleski of 
the Cleveland Indians took two whole 
months to shake off an elbow injury. 

Of course pitchers are the most pam- 
pered of all ball players — what with mas- 


Sages for their “tender arms” and so on. 


But players at other positions also need 
amazingly long periods to recuperate from 
injuries. Take infielder Dick Groat of the 
Pittsburgh Pirates; he was out for seven 
days in 1956 with a sore thumb. 

Such an injury wouldn't stop Red Kelly 
of hockey’s Red Wings for seven minutes. 
Throughout the 1952 Stanley Cup play- 
offs (our World Series), Red wielded his 
stick unflinchingly — with a broken wrist. 


Shibicky Was Rugged 
And the next time you read that.a ball — 
player (like the Yanks’ Gil McDougald 
last season) has been kept idle for three 
weeks because of an aching knee, remem- 
ber the New York Rangers’ Alex Shibicky. 
He got into every game of the 1940 Stanley 
Cup playoffs, skating circles around his 
Opponents and never once complaining 
about the pain in his broken left ankle. 
Getting socked in the head by a baseball 
is mighty painful — and even dangerous 
— but it’s no more painful than being 
skulled by a solid-rubber hockey puck. 
(It's slightly heavier than a baseball and 
travels faster than the fastest fast ball.) 
However, the “beaned” baseball player is 
almost always taken out of the game; our 
goalies, who don’t wear the baseball bat- 
ters’ helmets, are rarely taken out when 
their heads stop a hurtling puck. 
I remember one Stanley Cup game in 
1952 between Montreal and Boston. Jim 
Henry, then the Boston goalie, was

smashed between the eyes by a puck. 
When he came to, he could barely see, 
for both his eyes were black and half- 
shut. But though a substitute was avail- 
able, Jim stayed in. 

Later in the game, Montreal's Maurice 
“Rocket” Richard — the Mickey Mantle 
of hockey — was cut deeply over the left 
eye by a stick. He.too stayed in the game 
and scored the winning goal that beat 
Henry and Boston. Just for once, it might 
be interesting to see a baseball player stick 
around after being “beaned” to hit .the 
homer that won a big game. 

It won't happen, of course, for many 
reasons. First of all, the club owners are 
too concerned about their investments: 


they don’t take chances with a “drawing 
card.” Result: The players are pampered 
like sick children instead of being treated 
as the healthy, muscular men that they 
are. 

Also, I think we hockey players — 
though lighter on the average than ball 
players — have more competitive fire. A 
hockey player wants to get into every 
game. If he didn’t feel that way, he would 
never be playing hockey. 

It’s about time, nevertheless, that some 
of the high-salaried baseball players 
stopped taking days off because of “upset 
stomachs, strawberries, tight muscles” and 
other so-called injuries.

JOHNSON CITY, N.Y. 
Something that has been multiplied thou- 
sands of times across America recently 
happened here in the summer of 1955: a 
roofing contractor named Bill Van Dusen 
buttonholed the Rev. James C. Leeper Jr. 
and asked a question that had been both- 
ering him for several years. “I think my 
family should belong to a church,” he said. 
“How can we join yours?” 

Since “no minister ever turned away a 
prospect,” as Mr. Leeper says, he was 
quick to encourage the Van Dusens to 
membership. Formally, their affiliation 
with the First Presbyterian Church of 


Johnson City began January 8, 1956. 
Standing in a row before the congregation, 
the whole family — Bill; his wife Betty: 
John, 8; Cheryl, 7; Janet, 6, and Christine, 
18 months — was baptized. And another 
Statistic was added to America’s amazing 
religious boom. 

One of the most startling news stories 
of the postwar period, the boom continues 
to snowball. In 1940, 49 per cent of Amer- 
icans belonged to a church. The most re- 
cent count is 60.9 per cent — more than 
100 million persons — both all-time highs 
in this nation’s history. 

What has brought Americans back to 


rf 


church in such great numbers? As one way 
of finding out, PARADE looked closely at the 
Van Dusens of Johnson City. 

The Van Dusens are typical of religious- 
boom families; so typical, in fact, as to be 
almost mythical. Nothing dramatic, no 
great crisis brought them to the church. 
Typically, they don’t quite know what per- 
suaded them. 

Because most new families are as much 
at sea, some churchmen regard the boom 
with skepticism. There also is an aware- 
ness of challenge. Recently the Rev. Dr. 
Eugene Carson Blake, president of the Na- 
tional Council of Churches, pointed out 


that many oY the new churchgoers seem 
to be seeking security, health, survival, 
peace. It is the churches’ job, he said, to 
lead them further “to a fuller knowledge of 
God.” 

In picking up this challenge, church 
leaders have inspected the raw material 
rather closely, and have made some broad 
observations about their new members. 

The backbone of the movement, they 
agree, is made up of young families with 
the oldest child about school age. Most 
are not sure what drew them to church; 
they are not much concerned with denomi- ’ 
nations; beyond a basic faith in God, their

beliefs are a bit .woolly; once they have 
joined, their lives do not change very dras- 
tically. 

The.Van Dusens —slow-spoken, 
thoughtful Bill and pretty, red-haired 
Betty — fit each of these generalizations 
snugly. 

Neither ever had been baptized. As a 
boy, Bill attended Sunday School occa- 
sionally with friends. But his parents were 
not churchgoers (his mother since has 
become active) and did not insist that he 
attend. Betty, a farm girl from Meshoppen, 
Pa., sometimes’ went to a Methodist Sun- 
day School. She never joined a church in 
Meshoppen, nor, after entering nurses’ 
training in Johnson City, did she join here. 

She and Bill met ‘and married in [946 
— in a Methodist Church near Meshop- 
pen. To the best of their recollection, for 
the next seven years they didn’t once at- 
tend church, nor even give it much 
thought.

Then, as with so many other couples 
swept along in the religious boom, their 
children pushed them toward God. 
Johnny, then 5 but now a bright, energetic 
third-grader, began to ask questions. 

“You know the kind you get,” Bill says. 
“ *Where does God live?’ ‘Why can’t I see 
God?’ ‘What happens to people when they 
die?’ They aren't exactly easy questions to 
answer.” 

Accordingly, the children were sent to 
a vacation Bible School at a nearby Bap- 
tist church —- and came home with more 
questions. “I started to realize it wasn’t 
enough just to send the kids,” Bill recalls. 
“Just doing that wouldn’t show them we 
believed in God, too. And joining a church 
together would make a more closely knit 
family.” 


Which Church to Join? 


Besides, Bill was beginning to ask him- 
self questions. He and Betty had a couple 
of far-into-the-night conversations, and de- 
cided they would join a church. But they 
hung back; they were too shy to ask how 
to go at it. 

They talked about several denomina- 
tions. A Catholic friend promised to send 
a priest to talk to them; he never did, and 


the Van Dusens remained among the un- 
churched. Then Bill contracted to work on 
the Presbyterian manse. 

His contract called for new siding and 
a single coat of stain, which Bill promised 
would make the siding a gleaming white. 
The result, however, was a disappoint- 
ment. The church trustees came to him 
with a proposition: if he would furnish 
the stain for a second coat, they would pay 
for labor. 

“That convinced me,” Bill says. “I'd had 
business dealings with people who seemed 
to feel religion was one thing and business 
something else. I figured any church that 
taught people to behave fair and square 
was the one for me.” He went home and 
told Betty they ‘were going to be Presby- 
terians, and the next day he bearded Pastor 
Leeper on the subject. 

“The Van Dusens haven’t been spec- 
tacular members,” the minister says. 
“They’re like most of our new young 
people. Right now they just have their 
feet wet. But more and more they are 
learning what Christianity means.” 

Over the past five years, Mr. Leeper 
has watched a steady stream of couples 
like the Van Dusens enter his church. The 
minister has banded them together in an 
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with traditional hymn, Praise God From Whom All Blessings Flow. 


educational-social group with himself as 
instructor-leader. Recently the class was 
given a choice of stuidy courses in general 
Christian ethics or specific Presbyterian 
doctrine. To a man, they voted for doc- 
trine. “There seems to be a common 
hunger among them for a definitive faith,” 
Mr. Leeper says. 

Meeting each Sunday for study and 
once a month for a covered-dish supper 
and party, the group underscores one of 
_the ways the Van Dusens’ lives have 
changed. Many of their friends are people 
they have met in the class or at church. 

Since family ties seem to be at the cen- 
ter of the nation’s religious awakening, it’s 
natural that religion is a family matter for 
the Van Dusens. Grace before meals is a 
new fixture. (Johnny has been experiment- 
ing with new graces he reads from a 
church-distributed pamphiet.) Prayers at 
bedtime are & must. (One parent listens to 
the two older girls, and the other monitors 
Johnny.) The periodicals Bill reads ‘tha 
a expanded to include Presbyterian 

ife. 

Around their home — five rooms and a 
bath over the business headquarters, in a 
building Bill built himself — you fre- 
quently find the three oldest children 


curled in a corner while Johnny reads a 
home-study storybook which is part of the 
Presbyterian educational program. 

So far, however, Bill has led the way in 
church affairs. While this reverses the tra- 
ditional pattern, both Mr. Leeper - and 
church authorities agree that a significant 
feature of today’s revival is the interest 
men are taking in religion.

Traditionally, men are willing to lend a 
hand with hammer-and-saw jobs, but little 
more. Bill began by helping to paint sev- 


eral rooms when the church spruced up its - 


basement. Next, he was asked to help in a 
campaign to visit all the church members. 
Being new, he tried to beg off, but relented 
under persuasion and enjoyed it hugely. 

On Laymen’s Sunday, when laymen 
conduct the service, he was asked to lead 
the congregation in a responsive reading 
of Psalm 145. During the lone rehearsal, 
he persisted in turning too many pages, 
thus plunging into the middle of Psalm 
147. He had a fagging fear this would hap- 
pen during the service. “If it does,” the 
pastor reassured him, “just stop, turn back 
to the beginning and start over.” 

During the service, Bill read to the bot- 
tom of the page, halted abruptly and with 
trembling fingers made sure he was turn- 
ing a single page. The sympathetic wor- 
shipers waited for him and then resumed 
their reading. 

More for the Church 


Further activities will be added gradu- 
ally. The Van Dusens expect to enter more 
church activities once the children become 
more self-reliant. “It’s a little hard some- 
times getting four kids and two adults 
ready for church by 10 a.m.,” Betty points 
out. 

Both parents feel that church has done 
a good deal for them. “It gives us a sense 
of belonging we never really had before,” 
Betty says, striking a chord that church 
leaders have noted among new members 
all over the U.S. 

Bill expands this a little further: “We've 
always believed in God, and going to 
church makes you feel closer to Him. It’s 
a good feeling, sitting there among people 
who believe the way you do. The Presby- 
terian service is a simple service, one we 
can understand and join in, and Mr. 
Leeper’s sermons are good and they're 
clear. He’s the type who answers the ques- 
tions you were just about to ask.” 

Likewise they are pleased with the ef- 
fects of Sunday School on the children. 
They remain the same happy, lively brood 
as before; part of their liking for church 
undoubtedly can be traced to the church's 
small gymnasium, and, in Sunday School, 
the lesson doesn't always receive their un- 
divided attention. The Van Dusens, how- 
ever, feel that they are absorbimg a lot. 

One Sunday recently, in an interlude 
between the week's lesson and a hymn 
sing, 6-year-old Janet explained what she 
was learning this way: 

“Well, there’s God, and He’s "way up in 


the sky, I think, ‘way up where He can | 


see everything. He’s everybody's Father, 
like my Daddy ts my father, but He’s my 
Daddy’s Father, too. He loves us all and 
He watches us. He wants us to be good, 
and when we're not, He’s very sad. I don’t 
like people to be sad, do you?” 

And with that, she and her classmates 
plunged into Jesus Loves Me. .
